Henry Lux emigrated from 
Niederbrun, Alsace to the 
United States in 1844 at the age 
of 12. He worked as a chore 
boy an engineer in a lumber 
factory a railroad watchman 
and a butcher. Henry was 
best known as the owner and 
proprietor of The Washington 
Henry Lux ( meat ) Market. He was a 

member of the Utica (New York) Common Council for 
several years in the late 1860s and was also appointed as the 
first Commissioner of Police of Utica in 1874. Henry passed 
away in 1881 at the age of 64. 



According to his obituary Henry was one of Uticas “Best 
Known, Prominent, and Popular Citizens.” “After he had 
reached his 50th year, and when the pedestrian craze was 
at its height, he engaged in a walking match with a much 
younger man, and defeated him in a 100-mile walking 
match at the Opera House, the proceeds of which were 
devoted to charity. His object was not to make a record as 
a pedestrian, but to give the Orphan Asylums a substantial 
benefit as well as to create some fun for the boys, all of which 
he accomplished.” 


Park Avenue near Oneida Square. Over the course of his 
life, Arthur J. Lux was an avid coin collector. At some point 
Arthur took a bad fall and sustained a traumatic head injury. 
He was in a coma for approximately 10 years, and required 
constant nursing care, the cost of which greatly affected the 
family fortune. Arthur died in 1948 at the age of 91. 

Arthur’s son Fordyce G. Lux was not a collector. However, 
in Fordyces son Walter William Lux, Arthur found a 
numismatic kindred spirit. Arthur would give his grandsons 
silver dollars at Christmas and for their birthdays. 
W. William always kept his and bargained with his brothers 
for theirs, as they were more apt to spend them than to 
collect them. W. William shared his grandfathers passion 
for coin collecting and before his injury, Arthur passed his 
coin collection on to W. William. 

Walter William Lux, born in 1922, was a collector of 
coins and stamps for his whole life. He attended college 
at the University of Michigan in Ann Arbor. Although his 
education was interrupted by a stint in the Navy during 
World War II as an Electronic Technicians Mate Second 
Class, he eventually graduated with a degree in chemical 
engineering. W. William spent his entire career working as a 
metallurgist and in copper tubular sales for Revere Copper 
and Brass in Rome, New York. 




Henry’s son Arthur J. Lux was born in 1857. He and his 
brother, Henry G. Lux Sr., were partners in the Henry Lux 
& Sons meat market firm, carrying on their father’s business 
after his death. Henry Lux & Sons had various locations in 
Utica, but in 1886 the brothers purchased and remodeled 
the commodious Lux Building on Bleecker Street, where the 
market was operated until 1907. Arthur and his brother were 
considered pioneers of motion picture theaters, establishing 
the Alhambra Theater in Utica in the Lux Building. This 
theater was one of the first in the country. In 1916, they 
erected a second theater in Utica, the DeLuxe Theater on 


This coin collection reflects the dedication of three Lux 
family members spanning four generations, going back to 
the mid-19th century. The collection has always remained 
in the Utica/Rome, New York area, however the family is 
now excited to see these treasures find homes with a new 
generation of enthusiasts.

Uniform light pewter gray with light prooflike 
outlines around the devices and letters of the legend. A few 
small marks are scattered about in the soft metal, but none 
is too distracting and nearly all of the major details remain 
respectably sharp. This is a great rarity that is tough to find, 
as appearances are few and far between. We have handled 
two in recent years, this one in 2014 and the John J. Ford, 
Jr. specimen in 2013; that piece is likely the finest known. 
A quick search of the Heritage archives (including records 
from Slater Americana acquired by them years ago), reveals 
only a single oxidized and heavily scratched example. 

As we noted in our sale of the Ford specimen, prior to the 
appearance of that piece the currently offered example was 
the finest we were aware of. The Ford medal was graded MS- 
62 by NGC and sold for just shy of $10,000, setting a new 
price bar for high quality examples. We are fortunate to once 
again be able to offer this noteworthy specimen of a medal 
that most collectors will never have the chance to own.

Important Andrew Jackson 
Discovery Piece 



13 1832 Andrew Jackson. DeWitt-Unlisted. White metal. 45.5 
mm. Fine. Pierced for suspension at 12:00 on the obverse with 
surfaces rough, nicked and oxidized to dark pewter gray giving 
the appearance of a piece almost certainly worn for a period 
of time and undoubtedly highly valued by its owner. This is 
the first example we have seen of this medal, and as far as we 
know this is the first time its existence has been published. 
Notwithstanding, the reverse in particular immediately rang 
familiar. The medal is very similar in fabric and artistic style 
to a rare George Washington medal, and the reverse designs 
are extremely similar, with only minor design changes and a 
different legend. The Washington medal, a “birth and death” 
issue, was cataloged by Rulau and Fuld in their revision of 
Medallic Portraits of Washington as B129, and more recently, 
by Neil Musante in his Medallic Washington as GW-78. Just 
four examples are known of that piece, and essentially nothing 
else has ever come to light about it. It has long been thought 
to be early 19th century, and has been cataloged along with 
the Washington funerary medals due to its crude appearance. 
However, the legend of the medal celebrates Washingtons 
birth in 1732 as well as his death. Its striking similarity to 


this 1832-dated piece, dates it neatly to this year as a medal 
marking the 100th anniversary of Washingtons birth. It 
is clearly by the same hand as the present piece, and of the 
same size. The maker was clearly neither skilled nor prolific. 
Both issues are crudely styled and extremely rare. There are 
four known of the Washington medal, and this Jackson piece 
appears to be unique. Further, all but one of these five medals 
is in rough condition as seen here. As it was unknown to 
DeWitt and Sullivan, it stands as the largest diameter struck 
medal known to have been produced for the election of 1832. 

Interestingly this piece was gifted to John J. Ford, Jr., 
apparently by Baldwins, in October 1973, and it would seem 
that he also missed making the connection to the Washington 
medal. This is an important discovery in the context of the 
political collection in which it resides. It is perhaps even 
more significant for the light it sheds on the clearly related 
Washington medal, an entry in a field of collecting that has 
enjoyed long favor and intensive study

Pierced for 
suspension. Pleasing light silver gray surfaces with some 
frosty texture on the motifs and traces of reflectivity in 
the fields. Somewhat hasty die work is evidenced by the 
erroneously cut and corrected date digits. A charming little 
medal.

The fields 
are boldly prooflike, particularly on the obverse. Only trivial 
anomalies are seen on the surfaces, many of which are from 
the dies or tiny flaws in the planchet. Large, of striking 
design and beautifully preserved. Very similar to the 
outstanding John J. Ford specimen sold in our September 
2013 sale for just over $760, but this one has been off the 
market since 1983. Likely one of the 25 restrikes produced 
before destruction of the dies (as referenced by Sullivan), 
and quite rare as such.

Mellow golden olive surfaces have 
a bit of faint oxidation in places suggestive of an original 
impression that was not intended for collectors, as would be 
a restrike. This is significant for this rare medal because it is 
unlisted by DeWitt in this composition and this, in concert 
with his suggestion that silver and copper impressions are 
restrikes, would lead one to believe that an unpublished 
brass copy would also be among the later impressions. This 
does not appear to be the case. Further, this piece is double 
struck to somewhat dramatic effect on the reverse due to 
an approximately 2.5 mm rotation between impressions.

Sullivan 
notes that the April 1865 Levick sale includes mention 
that a copper piece offered therein was “the work of some 
enterprising person,” leading Sullivan to question the date 
of manufacture.

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516 1892-1893 World’s Columbian Exposition Award Medal 
With Rejected Reverse Design. Bronze. 102.0mm 
(approx. 4”), 309.94 grams, 5.3-7.3mm thick. By Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens. Baxter-86, Dryfhout-151, Musee des 
Augustins-116. Gem Mint State. A very high quality, 
fine casting in bronze of the Worlds Columbian Expo 
Medal as Saint-Gaudens intended it, save for some minor 
artistic modifications that he would have made if given the 
opportunity. We refer interested clients to Michael Morans 
masterful 2008 work Striking Change: The Great Artistic 
Collaboration of Theodore Roosevelt and Augustus Saint- 
Gaudens, which encapsulates in a couple chapters the saga of 
the creation of this Expos award medal, mandated by an Act 
of Congress. In a nutshell, the great sculptor August Saint- 
Gaudens, though without the time or attention to devote 
to this important commission, took it on anyway to keep it 
out of the hands of the US Mints Charles Barber, who Saint- 
Gaudens did not feel was skilled enough to take on a project of 
such international significance; put in perspective, 27 million 
visitors attended the Expo, open from May 1,1893 to October 
30, 1893, featuring thousands of exhibitors and exhibits from 
46 different countries spread among 200 buildings on 600 
acres in Chicago. 

Saint-Gaudens labored on the obverse and reverse designs 
amidst pulls on his time, focus and financial resources, 
culminating in the designs seen on this medal. The obverse 
shows a standing full length Christopher Columbus, arms 
outstretched, advancing towards the New World, with 3 male 
figures and the Pillars of Hercules and motto PLVS VLTRA 
(“more beyond”) in the background, further symbolizing 
the world that beckoned beyond the Straits of Gibraltar; 
AVGVSTVS SAINT-GAUDENS FECIT is in minuscule 
letters around the 6 o’clock position. The world is intimately 
familiar with this obverse design, as it is the version used 
on the 20,000 or so award medals that were produced for 
the Expo awardees. The reverse exhibits a standing, naked 
youth symbolizing young America, holding a torch in his 
outstretched right hand, his left hand clutching a trio of 
laurel wreaths and supporting a tall shield emblazoned with a 
bald eagle, olive branch and the stars and bars shield, an oak 
sapling and sculptors initials ASTG to right, the long Expo 
inscription to left, the hyphenated date 1892-1893 in Roman 
numerals below. 

This reverse is known only on a handful of medals and 
progress pieces, as its design was squarely rejected by the 
United States Senate Quadro-Centennial Committee for its 
portrayal of a nude youth. At first Saint-Gaudens stood by 
his designs, refusing to change or compromise, feeling that 
the artistic community and general public would rally behind 
him and his designs. By the time Saint-Gaudens offered 
altered versions covering the male nudity with a drapery and 
then a fig leaf, the damage had been done, as the Treasury 


Department, which had final say in the matter, refused 
these versions too. He tried to enlist the help of the artistic 
community, its patrons, and the general public in his refusal to 
change the design, but to no avail. By the time he had decided 
to submit a wholly new design featuring only inscriptions and 
the American eagle, the design and production process had 
moved past him behind the closed doors of back rooms and 
the US government bureaucracy. In a twist of irony, Saint- 
Gaudens’ greatest fear had come to pass, as Charles Barber 
was asked to create a design for the reverse of the Expo medal 
to mate with his Columbus obverse. Saint-Gaudens had been 
wholly removed from the design and production process, 
creating the “patchwork” medal that exists by the thousands 
today. 

The various rejected reverse designs survives in drawings, 
plasters and models, most of which are in museum rather 
private collections. Though others may exist, this is the only 
two-sided medal in cast bronze featuring of the iconic first 
rejected reverse we know of in private hands. It has the same 
look and overall fabric as the 102mm example in the Musee 
d’Orsay in Paris, gifted to the Museum by the artist in 1899, 
one of a trio of different sizes (102mm, 74mm, and 64mm) 
made for Saint-Gaudens by Parisian medal engraver Ernest 
Paulin Tasset, who Saint-Gaudens had found through his 
friend, French sculptor and art critic Paul Bion. The Musee 
d’Orsay examples all have a sample awarding to a WILLIAMS 
BRADFORD at the lower left below the Expo inscriptions. 
Though the current piece is “unawarded,” faint vestiges of the 
tops of WILLIAMS are visible around the bottom of the torch 
and the word “TO,” indicating that this casting was taken 
from the mold after the awardee’s name was mostly effaced. 
Given its similarity in fabric and sharpness to the Musee 
d’Orsay specimen, we surmise that this was a piece made also 
made by Tasset in the 1890s, and remained in France until 
being brought to the United States earlier this year. Clearly 
made by a skilled artisan, this specimen features a patina of 
light golden tan and deeper brown and rings like a bell when 
lightly tapped on the edge, the mark of a fine cast. 

We are not aware of other examples of this medal with 
rejected reverse in private hands or any that have been offered 
at auction in recent memory; an inferior quality and smaller 
(74.1 mm) uniface bronze sand casting of the rejected reverse 
was sold by Presidential Coin and Antique Company in its 
June 2010 auction, one of a clearly marked edition of 10 
commissioned in 1975 by a Saint-Gaudens descendent from 
the Buntin Foundry in Sherborn, MA using a plaster model 
in the family’s possession. This double-sided, 102mm fine 
casting of Saint-Gaudens’ medal is the Holy Grail of World’s 
Columbian Exposition numismatics, and is an important 
piece in numismatic history as it is symbolic of the ongoing 
chasm between Saint-Gaudens and the US Mint, represented 
by Barber, that culminated in the great Saint-Gaudens/ 
Roosevelt coinage redesign of 1907. 
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517 “1779” (ca. 1880-1898) Captain John Paul Jones / Serapis 
vs Bonhomme Richard Medal. Paris Mint Restrike. Silver. 
56 mm. Betts-568, Julian NA-1. Specimen-58 (PCGS). 

Semi-reflective pearl gray surfaces with hints or golden 
toning within the peripheral lettering. An appealing example 
with the only mentionable defects being some tiny edge 
nicks which are not even noticeable without magnification. 
The Paris Mint restrikes differ from the U.S. Mint versions 
in that they are signed on both sides by the sculptor and 
often have edge inscriptions which allow collectors to more 
closely date their specimens. The edge of this specimen 
is inscribed with a cornucopia and ARGENT (silver), 
indicating that this medal was struck in silver and produced 
between the years of 1880 and 1898. All silver strikings of 
this medal are highly collectable. This one was produced in 
the early years of this period, before the original dies had 
been sandblasted to remove defects. 



518 “1814” Maj or General Winfield Scott Medal. White Metal. 
65 mm. Julian MI-20. About Uncirculated. Very rare in 
this metallic composition. There is no real wear, but much 
of the surface of the medal is affected by “tin pest”, a natural 
reaction of the element tin in the white metal planchet to the 
environment. Still quite a presentable example of this rare 
and impressive type.

519 1818 Isaac Shelby Battle of the Thames Medal. Original. 
White Metal. 65 mm. Julian MI-21. Choice About 
Uncirculated. An exceptional example, almost completely 
untoned with semi-reflective, silver-gray fields. Only minor 
friction evident on the highest points of the design, and a 
few contact marks, the latter almost unavoidable on the 
soft metal impression such as this. Trivial spotting in the 
right obverse field and on the reverse rim at about 4 o’clock. 
The collaring mark just right of 12 o’clock on the rim and 
the perfect state of the dies indicate that this is a very early 
striking, c.1824. The dramatic battle scene on the reverse 
depicts the body of famed Native American Chief Tecumseh 
in the field between the opposing armies.

One of the most impressive types in the 
entire United States Mint medal series, with a remarkably 
detailed battle scene accomplished by Charles Cushing 
Wright dominating the reverse. Nice deep reddish-copper 
patina with impeccable detail and a few trivial contact 
marks that are easily forgiven in a medal of this size.

Mint Restrike. Bronze. 65 mm. By Moritz Furst. Julian 
NA-14. MS-64 BN (NGC). This restrike from original dies 
probably dates to before 1868 as new dies were prepared 
that year. A vertical obverse die break bisects the bust and, 
as well, this piece does not display either the droopy U in 
the engravers name or the missing serif on the letter M in 
AMERI, both of which are diagnostic features of the 1868 
replacement die. Rich mahogany patina to both sides.

522 “1815” (1819-1885) Captain Charles Stewart Naval Medal. 
Original Dies. Bronze. 65 mm. By Moritz Furst. Julian 
NA-22. MS-64 BN (NGC). Struck from the original dies, 
the base of the letter T in FURST defective with a “bar” (per 
Julian) across it that suggests repunching. This is a beautiful 
Choice example with rich olive-brown and autumn orange 
patina to both sides. Otherwise satiny in texture, modest 
hints of reflectivity in the fields are evident as the medal dips 
into a light. Sharply struck with just a few faint carbon spots 
precluding an even higher numeric grade. 

The reverse design depicts the naval engagement between 
the USS Constitution and the British warships Cyane and 
Levant fought on February 20, 1815, which actually took 
place after the Treaty of Ghent official ended the War of 
1812. The dies were prepared by Moritz Furst in 1819. Copy 
dies were made sometime after 1885 since the specimen in 
the collection at West Point produced around that time also 
displays the aforementioned defective T in FURST.

Lovely Worn John Quincy Adams Peace Medal 



523 1825 John Quincy Adams Indian Peace Medal. Medium 
Size. Silver. 62.5 mm, 3.2 to 3.4 mm thick. 105.21 grams. 
By Moritz Furst and John Reich. Julian IP-12. Choice Very 
Fine. Relatively smooth light silver gray, with just the faintest 
trace of light polish. Some deeper patina around the rims, 
motifs and legends nicely accentuates the design features. A 
series of small marks in the obverse field, and elsewhere to a 
lesser degree, are consistent with a worn Indian Peace medal, 
typically the most desired state of such pieces. These medals 
were proudly worn, and often passed through generations 
resulting in heavy wear and abrasions. However, this one 
is particularly nice. A couple of trivial rim nicks are noted 
and, again, are typical. Neatly pierced, without excessive 
wear in the hole. A near duplicate to the piece we sold in our 


August 2013 ANA Auction (lot 1044), down to the position 
of the mint-made suspension piercing that, curiously, is a 
few millimeters right of the guide mark seen just within the 
rim on the reverse. That piece brought $25,850, after spirited 
bidding competition. This would be a wonderful addition 
to any collection of these incredibly historic artifacts. These 
medals bridge several collecting interests. They combine 
presidential history and portraiture, themes of Western 
expansion and Native American policy to purely numismatic 
interests focused on American historical medals and their art. 
They are at once fascinating to behold and as highly prized as 
they are rare and important.

524 1843 Fur Trade “Indian Peace” Medal. Pewter (tested as 
98.79% tin, 1.2% lead). 87.3 mm (without the hanger). 
Approximately 3.5 mm thick at the rim. 132.0 grams. 
Prucha-63, Belden-68, Musante GW-165, Baker-173R 
(Rulau-Fuld). Choice Very Fine. 

An essentially perfect example of a medal presented to Native 
Americans in terms of its overall condition, one that shows 
its age and, perhaps more importantly, its history. However, 
in no way is it severely damaged or unattractive. It is exactly 
as it should be. Indeed, even the original copper suspension 
loop remains soldered to the edge, undoubtedly the most 
fragile part of any medal. The surfaces are a bit worn and have 
been lightly cleaned such that the pewter is mostly light gray, 
yet small areas darkened by gentle natural oxidation remain 
on both sides illustrating that any efforts to brighten it were 
merely well-intentioned efforts to take care of it by someone 
who valued it, though without benefit of a numismatic 
perspective. The few small areas of oxidation appear slightly 
rough but glossy and harmless under close inspection. A series 
of scratches in the right obverse field are noticed immediately 
and intensive study will reveal a few more smaller ones 
scattered about. Other marks consist of tiny nicks and bumps 
but there is nothing of a nature serious enough to mention. 
There is a bend in the flan near 10:00 relative to the obverse. 


The designs of this medal were inspired directly by the United 
States government medals struck under each presidential 
administration for distribution to Native Americans who 
cooperated in some way with Euro-American interests of 
expansion, whether at signings of treaties or in recognition of 
some other perceived good deed. The obverse features a large, 
somewhat folksy rendering of George Washington facing 
right, styled loosely after the famous Houdon Bust. Around, 
within concentric rings of fine beads at the inside and tight 
segments at the outside, is the legend, THE FATHER OF HIS 
COUNTRY, around the top, and GEORGE WASHINGTON, 
below. A single six-petaled rosette is seen left of GEORGE 
and a pair of these is placed after WASHINGTON. On the 
reverse is PEACE AND FRIENDSHIP through the center. 
Above are a crossed tomahawk and peace pipe, with the all- 
seeing eye at 12:00. Below the legend is the prominent clasped 
hands motif with the date 1843 below and the mark of the 
maker below that, B. MEAD D.S. St. LOUIS. 

Notably, the size of the medal is between the largest and 
second size Thomas Jefferson medals, but larger than those 
being distributed by the United States at the time this one was 
made. In addition, we note that both of the clasped hands are 
ornamented. Here, the left hand is cuffed and buttoned, while 
the Native American counterpart wears wrist bands. In the 
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United States government series, only the Jefferson medals 
had ornaments on the Native American arm, while that arm 
was bare on all later issues. 

By the 1840s, the tradition of Peace Medal distribution was 
well known to those on the frontier and it would seem that 
the recipients of such medals wore them with pride, feeling 
as though they had earned some degree of respect from 
the newcomers to their traditional lands. The sentiments 
surrounding the medals were very different on either side of 
the line between presenter and recipient, yet it was clear that 
such medals were found to be desirable among the indigenous 
peoples. In this, American fur traders saw opportunity. 

John Jacob Astor’s American Fur Company was the first to 
copy the style of the American government medals, producing 
its own for distribution in the 1830s. These medals, known 
both in silver and gilt copper are among the most prized of all 
private issues and are rarely ever seen. 

In the early 1840s, three additional issues followed in the 
tradition of private enterprise Indian medals as inaugurated 
by Astor, yet the practice was very short-lived, prohibited by 
the Secretary of War in March 1844. It is unknown how many 
of these medals were produced and distributed, but they are 
all great rarities. As far as we are aware, it has been more than 
a decade since any Fur Trade medal has been sold in a major 
auction, the last appearances being the three examples in our 
John J. Ford, Jr. Collection Sale, Part XVI, in October 2006, all 
different variants, including two of the Astor types. 

The medals of the 1843-1844 period are unique in that they 
were produced in St. Fouis, by the firm identified on the 
medals themselves as “B. Mead D.S.” There is virtually no 
information on Mead, that we have been able to find. In 
Kovels American Silver Marks, there is an entry “B. MEAD 
/ Massachusetts?” which clearly is uncertain as to location. 
This was taken from a 1917 listing, but it is intriguing at least 
that the name is presented in the same manner as that on 
these medals. In addition, there was a store card token sold 
in Fyman Fows May 1902 sale:504, described as having “B. 
Mead, the engravers name, below bust.” The token was “Good 
For One Foaf of Bread” and issued by “D. Woodman.” It is 
apparently a great rarity. Fow commented that he did not recall 
having seen another specimen, consigned it to the “earlier 
period,” and proclaimed it “very rare.” It does not appear in 
the Russell Rulau references on American token issues. Mead 
was anything but prolific, and it would seem that these medals 
were his greatest mark on the field of medallic engraving. As 
to the medals of the 1840s, there are three types, as follows. 

The American Fur Company, successor to the Astor firm, 
now operated by Pierre Chouteau, Jr., issued medals bearing 
a portrait identified as Martin Van Buren, though he was no 
longer in office by 1843, the date on the medals. These medals 
bore the name of Chouteau’s firm with prominence, PIERRE 
CHOUTEAU & Co. / UPPER MISSOURI OUTFIT around 
the portrait on the obverse. The maker’s mark was below the 
portrait, in small letters, B. MEAD D.S. 

Another medal was issued by the aggressively competing 
but short-lived Union Fur Company. Their medals were 
dated 1844 and featured the same portrait as the Chouteau 
medals. A different inscription included not only their firm 
name, UNION FUR COMPANY around the top, but a far 
more prominent identification as to the maker, “B. MEAD 
D.S.” as part of the primary legend. This was perhaps a 
concession on the part of Union Fur Company to have Mead 
make the medals, considering that Mead’s contract with the 
more established Chouteau firm came first and this greater 
prominence would allow him greater marketing visibility. 


The presently offered type is the third of this group, (though 
dated 1843 and likely the second in chronology). While it was 
also made by Mead and bears similarities in size, fabric and 
design, it also differs markedly from the others in terms of the 
featured portrait and legend. The most significant divergence 
is that it bears no identification of the issuing authority. 
This fact suggests that it was not distributed by either the 
American Fur Company or Union Fur Company, entities 
which both used their names prominently on their medals. 
Perhaps another smaller competing firm was behind this 
one, a firm less interested in drawing the competitive ire of 
the more established American Fur Company, in particular. 
The answer, if it exists, might well be found in contemporary 
documents, but it has yet to come to light. 

The earliest appearance of the Washington Head type we 
are aware of was in the June 1869 Edward Cogan sale of 
the Mortimer MacKenzie Collection, where Cogan simply 
commented that it was the “only one seen.” Unfortunately, it 
did not appear on the famous catalogue plate. 

We have been able to confirm seven distinct specimens, 
including this newly discovered one. Four are permanently 
impounded in institutional collections. The examples are as 
follows: 

1. Robert Hewitt Collection; Thomas Elder, March 1914:555 
“AU”; Plated in Volume 27 of The Numismatist, page 300, 
where it was being announced as “... a new variety as far as can 
be ascertained.” W.W.C. Wilson Collection; Wayte Raymond’s 
sale of the Wilson Collection, November 1925:973; Plated in 
Bauman Belden’s Indian Peace Medals Issued in the United 
States, 1927; Gifted to the ANS by Henry Walters and George 
Clapp. 

2. Sotheby’s Fondon, July 1969 to John J. Ford, Jr.; Stack’s 
sale of the John J. Ford Collection, Part XVI: 184; private 
collection. 

3. William Sumner Appleton to Massachusetts Historical 
Society, in 1905 (signature of Mead tooled off) 

4. Smithsonian Institution, Plated in Prucha. 

5. Gilcrease Museum 

6. Private Maryland Collection 

7. Archibald McDonald (the Present Specimen) 

Other appearances or reports are as follows: 

1. Edward Cogan’s Mortimer MacKenzie sale, 1869:759 to 
Fevick at $16. Called “Fine.” 

2. Charles P. Senter Collection, Wayte Raymond, October 
1933:89 (sold to Wayte Raymond, called “Poor”) 

3. J.C. Morgenthau’s sale of February 1934:172 (signed and 
called Very Fair) [Fikely the same as above] 

4. J.C. Morgenthau’s sale of December 1935:189 (called Fairly 
Good). [Fikely the same as the above two] 

5. University of North Dakota, (per Michael Hodder, Stack’s, 
October 2006, however they cannot locate a specimen at 
present) 

6. Western Reserve Historical Society, per Belden, (they have 
not been able to confirm as of the date of this writing) 

It is worth noting the great institutions and collections of the 
past that we have confirmed did not include an example of 
this medal. They include that of Captain Andrew Zabriskie, 
the Garrett Family, David Dreyfuss, Chris Schenkel, the 
Schermer Collection (National Portrait Gallery), The 
Glenbow Foundation holdings in Calgary (per internet search 
of collections, which appears reliable), The Jefferson National 
Expansion Memorial (The Gateway Arch in St. Fouis), The 
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Crane Collection at the Denver Museum of Natural History, 
and the Museum of the Fur Trade in Chadron, Nebraska. 

Of the three that are known in private hands, this one is 
arguably the most desirable. In terms of condition, it is the 
only one with its intact original hanger. Both of the others 
are missing theirs, and the generally quite rough Maryland 
Collection specimen is holed. All three of these seem to have 
been issued (which is very important considering the lacking 
identification of an issuing authority) and this one comes 
with an interesting provenance. 

This medal has descended through the family of Archibald 
McDonald (1836-1915), the last acting Chief Factor of 
Hudsons Bay Company. McDonald was born in Scotland, 
and arrived in Canada in 1854, on a Hudsons Bay Company 
ship, apparently already in their employ. After apprenticeships 
and lesser positions within the firm, he was appointed a Chief 
Trader at Fort QuAppelle in 1869, and a District Factor in 
at Fort Ellice in 1873 before returning to Fort QuAppelle as 
Chief Factor in 1879 where he lived out the remainder of his 
life, even after retirement. During his time at Fort Ellice, he 
was met by one Andrew Browning Baird, who wrote this 
account of him, published by the Manitoba Historical Society, 
February 2007: 

“It was in 1854 that McDonald came by way of Hudson Bay 
to York Factory on the annual trip from London, and was 
assigned to the Swan River District, within whose bounds 
he spent his life, doing his work at Manitoba coast, Shoal 


River, Lake Winnipegosis, Fort Pelly, Touchwood Hills, Fort 
Ellice, and Fort QuAppelle. In his earlier experience he made 
contacts with the Indians of the woods who, in the main, 
were peaceful and tractable, and not difficult to manage, 
and he had the good fortune to be trained in the service by 
unusually capable men, Messrs. A. H. Murray, W. J. Christie 
when they were in succession in command of the district. 
This apprenticeship in the north qualified him for the more 
arduous tasks which he encountered when he was assigned 
to Fort Ellice and Fort QuAppelle where he had to deal with 
the warring tribes of the Buffalo Plains. He was naturally a 
high spirited and courageous man, and his fearlessness made 
him friends with the brave Crees of the plains with whom he 
maintained a friendship, and established an influence which 
prevailed through thick and thin through two rebellions, till 
his death.” 

It is uncertain precisely how the family came into possession 
of this medal, but clearly McDonald s respected position with 
the Hudsons Bay Company, and his apparently long-standing 
good rapport with at least some of the local Native peoples set 
the stage for such an acquisition. One can easily imagine such 
a piece being an object worthy of gifting to a respected official 
or even having been traded back out of Native hands along 
the way, decades after its original presentation. It is a good 
fortune of history that it was valued and saved, being one of 
an extremely rare class of artifacts that played an important 
part in American frontier history.

Silver. 64 mm. Julian IP-42. MS-63 (NGC). Pierced for 
suspension at 12 o’clock. A handsome and fully original piece 
with warm light to medium pearl and steel-gray patina. Wispy 
handling marks are noted for accuracy, but the eye appeal is 
impressive for this challenging type. The Ulysses S. Grant 


medal was somewhat of an anomaly within the Indian Peace 
series as it was the only one to omit the presidents name, 
and the only one to portray the Bible. Anthony C. Paquets 
charismatic portrait dominates the obverse, while the reverse 
illustrates the globe surrounded by agricultural implements, 
the whole topped by a book labeled HOLY BIBLE within a 
sunburst glory.

Silver. 63.48 mm. 1,489.8 grains. Julian IP-42. Extremely 
Fine, Holed for Suspension. An attractive example of this 
distinctive type, a medal that clearly saw good use during its 
life. The surfaces are silver gray with some remaining lustrous 
sheen around protected areas, mingled with the usual subtle 
hairlines that Indian Peace medals picked up while being 
lovingly polished by their original owners. The sharpness is 
excellent, balanced against even wear that bespeaks a medal 
that witnessed years of proud display. The area behind Grants 
head is somewhat rough from surface corrosion, perhaps 
ground or water exposure, but the other surface areas are 
smooth and as-issued. The hole shows good wear, as does 
the rim above; it is unclear whether these medals were issued 
with a ring or simply distributed holed. Some light marks are 


seen, including a little batch at the right side of the obverse 
among the legends. The reverse is a bit granular, with a couple 
of pits in the area of GOOD WILL, as struck. Like most silver 
Indian Peace medals of this era, the Grants were struck on 
cast planchets, thus permitting the high relief portraits of 
the era to have enough medal for proper striking. The rims, 
often chewed up on examples of this type, are intact here. The 
distributed mintage of 300 silver examples has made this a 
medal deemed “common” in the context of the Indian Peace 
medal series, but far fewer than that number have survived, 
and many are quite “beat up.” Given their distribution at the 
height of the Indian Wars on the Plains, an awarded Grant 
Indian Peace medal is a historic relic beyond compare.

Authorized by Congress, 
medals of this type were originally struck by the United 
States Mint in Philadelphia for distribution to subscribers 


from the American Philosophical Society. A more common 
version for general sale was offered by Tiffany & Company, 
whose imprint is found on the edge of their otherwise 
identical issue. By Augustus and Louis Saint-Gaudens, whose 
combined monogram is found on the lower left of the reverse.

A Marvelous Galvanic Cast 



529 1906 Benjamin Franklin Bicentennial Medal Reverse 
Design. Bronze galvanic cast, uniface. 12.25”. By Augustus 
and Louis Saint-Gaudens. Type of Greenslet GM-119, 
Baxter 81 About As Made. A fascinating bronze casting 
showing the reverse design of this medal in a format greatly 
enlarged from the 100mm (approximately 4”) size of the 
medals struck by Tiffany and the U.S. Mint. The plaque is 
faithful to Louis Saint-Gaudens’ design as see on the final 
struck medals, though with minor differences in relative 
placement and rendering of the devices and legends. For 
example, in comparison to the struck medal, the letters are 
bolder and less slight, the olive branch laying on the ground 
does not quite reach the top of the second step, and the form 
of Saint-Gaudens’ monogram is different, the T of which does 
not extend beyond the boundary of the overall monogram. 
We reached out to Michael Moran, author of the 2008 work 
Striking Change: The Great Artistic Collaboration of Theodore 
Roosevelt and Augustus Saint-Gaudens , to help put this reverse 
design in context. 

The Franklin Bicentennial medal was Louis Saint-Gaudens’ 
commission, though Augustus helped Louis in the initial 
design stages; Louis completed the plaster models of both 
obverse and reverse by August 1905, turning them over to his 
brother and then went “west,” leaving the medal in the hands 
of Augustus to drive to completion. At this point, Augustus 
made various modifications to the model before forwarding 
to Deitsch brothers for preparation of the dies. 

The process had dragged through January 1906, and since the 
medal was commissioned by Congress with a gold example to 


be given to the French state, approval fell under the auspices of 
the State Department, which by February 10 was pleading with 
Augustus for the plaster casts, as he had kept the design under 
wraps up to that point. Again he put off the State Department, 
telling them that the reverse was unsatisfactory and that 
he was making a new one. On February 15, he released the 
design that is now on the medal. Moran believes the galvano 
in this lot to be the penultimate version that Augustus Saint- 
Gaudens, ever the tinkerer, felt needed modification, which 
he accomplished between February 10 and February 15,1906. 
Given that the final version in the form of the medal that 
features lettering and fine details that are a bit more delicate 
and proportional, we believe that it is very plausible that the 
current galvano represents the reverse version immediately 
prior to Augustus’ tinkering. 

The face of the galvano has been given a lovely dark chocolate 
patina, while the high points of the design elements were hand 
finished to smooth out some of the rougher texture created 
during the casting, in the process giving them a golden brown 
patina. The back shows the valleys represented by the relief 
figures on the face of the plaque, and the high points were 
ground down to create a flat surface for hanging, made easier 
by the integral hanger cast into the item, through which a 
jump ring has been threaded. In recent times we have seen 
an increased interest in lovely beaux-arts medals, including 
the 1906 Ben Franklin Medals-here is a chance to own a very 
rare galvano of the penultimate design variation that is ready 
made for display and enjoyment in home or office.

The high relief portrait of Washington 
is ringed by a halo of bright copper red, giving the first 
presidents image, already portrayed in medieval armor, a 
very classical appearance. The finish on the reverse is also 
exceptional with a variegated mahogany and copper red 
patina. As would be expected at the assigned grade level, 
there are no significant nicks, scratches, edge bumps or 
other contact marks in evidence. The planchets for these 
large medals were, of necessity, cast, and specimens normally 


exhibit porous surfaces. That natural planchet porosity is 
present on this piece, but it is essentially confined to small 
areas on the reverse and does not interfere with the medals 
superior luster. The typical die crack at the center right of 
the reverse is present. Quaker eccentric Eccleston combined 
his admiration of Washington with his lifelong advocacy of 
Native American rights in this bold design, numbered among 
the finest early medallic portraits of Washington.

Struck on cast planchets, the Eccleston 
medals normally exhibit a multitude of tiny pits in the 
planchet, typically most easily seen in the fields. On some high 
grade example there are so many that their presence disrupts 
the natural reflectivity of the surfaces of these medals. Not so 
in this case. There is abundant natural reflectivity and even 
considerable multicolored iridescence evident on both sides. 
The pits are discernible under magnification, but certainly not 
at all disruptive. The usual die break on the reverse is present, 
seen on all but the first few strikes, as well as the normally seen 
rust spot on Washingtons nose. Reddish-brown mahogany 


patina overall with hints of faded red in the legends, this is a 
gorgeous example of this impressive medal. 

Daniel Eccleston was a noted British Quaker eccentric who 
visited America and was Washingtons guest at Mount Vernon.

Washington medal cataloger William S. Baker 
called Washingtons armor “a singular conceit,” but it was 
actually contemporary medallic shorthand for a victorious 
general.

Youthful bust to the right, his name inscribed vertically 
behind the head, and signed DAVID / 1831 below the bust. 
The reverse bears the foundry marks. Davids medallions 
often appear holed for mounting on a wall, but this one has a 
suspension loop neatly soldered to the reverse. 

James Augustus Washington (1803-1847) was an American 
physician who, as a young medical student, spent time in 
Paris and was feted and treated royally by Paris society as he 
was believed to be the nephew of George Washington. He was 
not, but felt no reason to clarify the impression of his French 
hosts. While in France the noted sculptor Pierre-John David, 
impressed by Washingtons fine features and apparent fame, 
had James sit for him and produced this medal — the first of 


an American in a series of notables he produced from 1827 
to 1854. The later Americans were author James Fennimore 
Cooper, abolitionist Harriet Beecher Stowe and Uriah P. Fevy, 
the Jewish naval officer who saved the crumbling Monticello. 

All of Davids medals are highly prized, and were made as 
affercasts even after his death in 1856 — continuing into the 
20th century. This is an original piece, identified by Joseph G. 
Reinia, who authored the 1999 reference The Portrait Medals 
of David D’Angers. This piece was also the first medal cited 
in Barbara Baxters catalog of the American Numismatic 
Society’s exhibition, The Beaux-Arts Medallion in America 
(1987).

Marked J.C in rectangular 
cartouche on edge, as typical, with the secondary “head- 
in-petals” edge mark described by Rulau not executed 
well enough to decipher. This is a handsome pewter-gray 
example with subtle olive highlights in the protected areas 
around and among many of the devices, especially those on 
the obverse. The surfaces are free of significant marks with 
a pleasingly smooth appearance to the eye; a tiny edge nick 
just before 6 o’clock relative to the obverse is noted. The dies 
for this type were prepared in Austria by Anton Scharff, 
whose “signature” is seen at the lower right of the obverse.

Reform Association Presentation Medal. Joined Galvanic 
Shells. 128.0mm. Unsigned (by Frances Grimes and 
Augustus Saint-Gaudens). Cast by Gorham Company. 
Marqusee-349, Storer-1321, Dryfhout-199. MS-65 (NGC 
Photo certificate). When cataloged by D. Wayne Johnson in 
the Marquee Collection, it was thought that this medal was the 
design of Saint-Gaudens and executed by his studio assistance 
Frances Grimes. Further research by Bob Mueller, president 
of the Cornish Colony Museum, relates that this was most 
probably chiefly the work of Grimes under the critical tutelage 
of Saint-Gaudens, and Grimes is fact listed as the designer 
in the Auxiliary’s 1906 Annual Report. These medals were 
awarded by the Association to eighth grade and high school 
students for competitive essays on Civil Service Reform; later 
awards of this medal were made by other organizations. 

This medal is unawarded, and rightly so, as it didn’t leave 
the Gorham Company’s premises until sold as part of the 
Gorham Company’s medal archives, which were acquired by 


our consignor. It is made of two galvanic copper shells that 
were deftly joined with filler metal and finished to a rich tawny 
brown hue. As well-made galvanos, the designs and lettering 
are actually much more sharply rendered than on the awarded 
medals-the chain mail and facing head are very sharp on the 
standing female figure of Justice, her hair strands are clearly 
delineated, and the pine cone wreath is overall sharper, all as 
compared to the cast bronze medals created by Gorham for 
the Association. These galvanic shells were clearly taken from 
the original model for the medal, hence their sharpness and 
desirability, as they are one step closer to Grimes’ and Saint- 
Gaudens’ critical work. This medal could also have been 
used to produce the molds for the medals that Gorham cast 
for the Association. An awarded example of this medal in 
our November 2017 Baltimore Auction brought $ll,400-we 
believe this specimen from the Gorham Archives is as, if not 
more, desirable than one of the awarded medals.

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Rare Portrait Plaque of Augustus Saint-Gaudens

Rarely seen portrait plaque featuring Saint-Gaudens (1848- 
1907) copied from one of his better-known photographic 
portraits, produced during the final years of his life. The 
medal, as typically seen, is simple and featured a half length 
portrait of the artist in a business suit facing nearly front, 
but with his head to the right. The only embellishment is his 
name in five lines above his left hand at the right edge of the 
medal: AVG- / VSTVS / SAINT / - GAV / DENS. Examples 
of this type are typically unsigned, but this exceptional piece, 
enigmatically, is signed twice. The name of the sculptor, 


Warner Williams, is inscribed into the surface of the finished 
medal both above the first line of Saint-Gaudens name and 
below a simple inscribed line at the bottom of the reverse. 
Inexplicably, on the obverse the sculptors name is inscribed 
“C. WARNER WILLLAS” — omitting the M from the last 
name. On the reverse, the name is correctly inscribed. This 
is one of Williams (1903-1982) earlier works, and is quite a 
fine portrait. One might speculate that he felt he should be 
credited with the work, and placed his name in potential 
spots for inclusion on future issues of the medal. As it turned 
out, very few examples were produced as survivors are scarce 
in todays market. A Medallic Art Company product, the 
manufacturer s name is stamped into the border at the base of 
the medal.

Cast Bronze. 183 mm. Nearly As Made. Regarded by some 
as the first American art medal, this piece was fashioned very 
much in the style of French sculptor David dAngers, and was 
even cast at the same French foundry, Eck et Durand, that 
dAngers favored. Encased in a contemporary brass bezel, the 
medal remains in near pristine condition. 

Born in France, James de Berty Trudeau (1817-1887) was 
a physician, Confederate general, and Native American 
linguist. He was also a founder of the New York Academy 
of Medicine and lived and practiced there until he realized 
his ties were with the South when it became apparent a 
conflict was unavoidable. He resettled in New Orleans and 


resumed his practice there before becoming an officer in the 
Confederate Army, eventually reaching the rank of brigadier 
general before the war ended. Earlier in his life he travelled 
with John C. Fremont on his western expeditions, lived 
among the Osage and other Native American groups studying 
their languages, and was an associate of James Audubon, who 
named a new species of bird after him. After the Civil War he 
remained in New Orleans, practicing medicine until his death 
in 1887. This medallion is one of several similar medallions 
and figurines he created featuring mostly fellow physicians, 
some of them satirically. His son Edward Livingston Trudeau 
was also a physician. A living descendant is usefully employed 
as a cartoonist.

By Emil Fuchs. Miller-18. Awarded to Farran Zerbe. MS- 
63 (NGC). Problem free olive-brown surfaces. Originally 
struck in 1908, this medal was used as an award to individuals 
who had made substantial contributions to numismatics. 
A total of 25 pieces were produced in bronze, the present 
example presented during one of the two ANS exhibitions 
in 1914 to no less than Farran Zerbe — one of the best 
known numismatists of the early 20th century. Zerbe (1871- 
1949), who would eventually become president of the ANA, 
started collecting in 1882 when, as a newsboy in Tyrone, 
Pennsylvania, he was passed a French 50 centime coin as 
a dime. This sparked his interest, and within a few years 
he was selling coins by mail. By 1899 he had published Just 
What You Should Know, Nut Shell Facts on Coins, Stamps & 
Paper Money. From there his numismatic publishing efforts 
expanded, leading to his eventual editorship and ownership 
of The Numismatist , still published today. Heavily involved 
in the production and promotion of many commemorative 
coin issues, he was sometimes regarded as more of a huckster 
than a numismatist. Nevertheless, he is remembered today 
as one of the more influential, if also colorful figures in the 
history of U.S. numismatics.

The legend VOX POPVLI 
celebrates Cleveland s connection to common people. Issued 
by the American Numismatic Society, this medal is part of 
a series that continues today, and is eagerly sought by both 
Society members and collectors of presidential medals. 

101.8 
mm. By Emil Fuchs. Miller-23. Mint State. Edge marked 
STERLING and WHITEHEAD-HOAG. A lovely example, 
originally preserved in pewter gray with only a few stray 
handling marks and trivial edge nicks. This is the largest 
size Hudson-Fulton medal produced, the mintage for silver 
impressions 1,000 pieces with distribution to Commission 
members and principal guests. Three hundred and forty 


two examples were returned to Whitehead & Hoag by the 
Commission, leaving a net distribution of 658 pieces. Housed

uniquely designed Indian quarter eagle and half eagle gold 
coins of 1908 to 1929. This example has an especially fine 
dark pearl gray finish on the obverse, and with the devices of 
the complex reverse design highlighted by patina of an even 
bolder hue.

By Bela Lyon Pratt. Miller-25. Untrimmed Edge. MS-64 
(NGC). This example exhibits the slightly irregular unfinished 
edge that characterizes most survivors of the type. Problem 
free with mottled reddish-brown patina. From a press run of 
only 50 pieces, which included both edge types. By the famed 


sculptor and coin designer Bela Lyon Pratt, perhaps best 
known to numismatists for his uniquely styled sunken relief 
Indian Head quarter eagle and half eagle gold coins of 1908 
to 1929.

Lightly toned around the peripheries in reddish-gold, 
especially on the obverse, with a few minor marks and 
minimal high point rub. Satiny luster is virtually complete, 
the reverse a bit glossy with wispy hairlines that suggest light 
wiping. An additional inscription AVA 1960 has been added 
to the obverse above the Herm-type male bust. Medals of 
this type were initially issued during World War Two in 
the 50 mm silver format offered here, this precious metal 
chosen over bronze since the latter metal was in short supply 
due to wartime needs. (Even so, 57 bronze examples in 50 
mm diameter seem to have been issued during the war.)

John David. Reinis-260. Nearly as made. There are two 
neat holes for a suspension ribbon or nails at top, probably as 
manufactured. 

One of two rare medals by Pierre-Jean David of Angers in this 
sale, this of noted French soldier Alexandre Theodore Victor, 
Comte de Lameth, who served as a young soldier under 
General Rochambeau in the American Revolution. The ideals 
he and others witnessed in America were brought home to 


France and undoubtedly helped fuel the French Revolution. 
He later served in France under General Fafayette, and was 
befriended and admired by Thomas Jefferson. A number 
of his French speeches regarding the ideals of liberty were 
published in American newspapers. 

This David medallion is unusual in that it has even higher 
relief than his typical high relief medals, projecting some 28 
mm above the surface. A lifetime cast from original molds, 
and quite rare as such as most of Davids pieces offered in 
recent years have been aftercasts.

High relief 
bust of Seward facing left, with no inscription other than 
W.H. SEWARD below the truncation of the bust. The reverse 
is blank with the exception of a reversed and incuse image 
of the bust. There is an integral loop for suspension at the 


top. Seward (1801-1872) was governor of New York, a U.S. 
senator, and secretary of state under Abraham Lincoln and 
Andrew Johnson. Even so, he may be best remembered for 
being stabbed and nearly killed in the Abraham Lincoln 
assassination conspiracy. Also of note was his participation in 
what was called “Seward s Folly” — the controversial purchase 
of Alaska from Russia for two cents per acre.

Featuring the classic 
portrait from the Libertas Americana medal engraved by 
Augustin Dupre in Paris during the 1780s and a reverse 
design adapted from Dupres Diplomatic medal. It is also an 
elusive issue, with somewhere between four and 12 pieces 
known, its rarity perhaps best indicated by the fact that an 
example was not included in our (Stacks) November 2008 
sale of the exhaustive Ernest E. Keusch Collection of United 
States Assay Medals. The present offering is sure to see 
spirited bidding from advanced students of this important 
and challenging series.

Julian MT-21. Specimen-62 BN (PCGS). These pieces were 
produced on regular U.S. Mint large cent planchets. Rich, 
lustrous copper-brown finish with no significant blemishes. 



605 State of Louisiana Medal to Major General Zachary Taylor. 
Julian MI-25. Copper. 76.6 mm. About Uncirculated. A 

most impressively designed and executed medal by Charles 
Cushing Wright and P.P. Duggan, whose marks are seen 
weakly beneath the obverse design. Deep caramel brown 
with faint mottling of faded tan. Glossy surfaces are slightly 
prooflike in the fields. A very pleasing example of this large 
and impressive Mint medal.

Glossy copper brown surfaces with hints of 
faded luster in the protected areas around some of the design 
elements. Satiny in texture and uncommonly smooth in 
appearance for the assigned grade. Five hundred examples 
of this type were struck in the Philadelphia Mint in July 
1872 for H.S. Everhard and Company using bronze from 
the Chicago Court House bell. The type commemorates the 
Great Chicago Fire of October 8 to 10,1871 that killed up to 
300 people and destroyed more than three square miles of 
the city. 



607 “I860” (Post 1861) Japanese Embassy Commemorative 
Medal. Bronze. 76 mm. By Anthony C. Paquet. Julian 
CM-23. MS-62 BN (NGC). Rich mahogany-brown patina 
with glints of crimson-red evident as the surfaces rotate 
under a light. Sharply struck with a satiny texture and a few 
light handling marks to define the grade, most of which are 
concentrated in the reverse field. Struck from the second 
obverse die prepared by Anthony C. Paquet circa June 
1860, which was used to strike examples sold to collectors 
beginning in October of 1861. Mint records indicate a 
mintage of fewer than 120 bronze pieces with this finish.

40 mm. HK-296. Rarity-5. MS-63 (NGC). This is a very 
appealing light charcoal-gray example of this scarce type, 
struck to celebrate the 50th anniversary of the famed Wells 
Fargo Express Company, which played a legendary role in 
delivering mail, stagecoach passengers and valuables in the 
Wild West. This Choice Mint State piece is sharply struck on 
all of the highly complex design elements. The surfaces are 
free of significant blemishes and present exceptionally well 
even under close scrutiny with a loupe.

OH. Minimally toned around the peripheries with a bold 
strike and full satin luster. 
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617 1915 Panama-Pacific International Exposition. Octagonal 
Dollar. Bronze. 39 mm x 39 mm, octagonal. “HK-425A.” 
AU-55 (ICG). Interesting variant of the HK-423 to 425 
series, sharing the same reverse, but with an entirely new 
obverse inscribed OFFICIAL / SOUVENIR on the left and 
right sides, the rest of the border starred. A banner inscribed 
PANAMA PACIFIC INTERNATIONAL EXPOSITION / 
SAN FRANCISCO/1915 surrounds a female figure standing 
on a globe, superimposed on a scene of ships passing 
through the canal. Not listed in the Hibler-Kappan so-called 
dollar reference and not accepted as a new variety on the so- 
called dollar website, but a prime consideration for addition. 
IGC identifies it as “HK-425A” on their holder, so perhaps 
it is slated for inclusion. In any case, a rare Panama-Pacific 
International Exposition piece of interest to collectors of 
California gold copies and exposition exonumia, as well as 
collectors of so-called dollars. 


618 1920 Manila Mint Opening (Wilson Dollar). Copper. 38 
mm. HK-450. Rarity-4. AU-55 RB (NGC). A premium 
example for the assigned grade that retains plenty of rich 
rose-red luster to surfaces that are also lightly toned in 
glossy brown. Boldly defined with a satiny texture and just 
a bit of light carbon scattered about. These historic medals 
were struck to commemorate the opening of the United 
States Mint in Manila on July 16, 1920, the only overseas 
coinage facility ever established by this country. The dies 
were prepared by George T. Morgan using a design by 
Clifford Hewitt. The mintage comprised 2,200 silver and 
3,700 copper impressions, plus five gold pieces, three of 
which were lost during World War Two. 

619 1886 Albany Bicentennial. Type I. White Metal. 38 mm. 
HK-601, Rulau NY-Ab 4. Rarity-5. MS-66 (PCGS). 

Bright and lustrous with frosty motifs against deeply 
mirrored fields. Struck to commemorate the bicentennial of 
Albany, New York, the current capital of the Empire State. 
Interestingly enough, the curve of what is almost certainly 
an errant 8 can be seen in the field below the first primary 
8 in the date on the reverse. Choice for the grade with 
outstanding eye appeal. 


620 1933 Pedley-Ryan Dollar. Type VII. Silver. 40 mm. HK- 
828. Rarity-7. MS-65+ (PCGS). A one troy ounce pure 
silver piece produced to entice small investors to invest in 
silver in anticipation of a governmental decree imposing a 
16-to-l value relationship of silver to gold, which did not 
occur. Only 50 examples of this variety were produced, and 
it is the only type of Pedley-Ryan dollar with embossed 
legends. (The other types have incuse legends.) An absolute 
and condition rarity of the first order! 



621 1919 World War One Victory Medal. Saviours of Liberty. 
Bronze. 44 mm. HK-903. Rarity-6. MS-66 (NGC). This is 
a lovely piece with bold golden-copper patina and a smooth 
virtually pristine appearance. Struck to commemorate the 
Allied victory in World War One, which officially ended 
with the surrender of German Empire on November 11, 
1918 in a railroad car at the French town of Compiegne.

622 1837 New York Mechanics Institute Medal, by Moritz 
Furst. Silver. 51.1 mm. Harkness NY-370, Neuzil-58 
(Reverse B). About Uncirculated. Hand engraved on the 
reverse, “Awarded to / Thos. F. Peers / for very Superior / 
Plain Confectionary / Sep r. 1837. Once cleaned as many 
award medals are, but now nicely toned deep olive and 
gray with accents of gold and pale blue. A rare medal with 
an intricate obverse design by one the U.S. Mints early 
master engravers, Moritz Furst, who is best known for his 
numerous grand Mint medals in the Indian Peace, Naval 
and Military series, among others. This is likely a private 
work, not of mint issue, and is rarely seen. Two reverse types 
were used, this being the latter as evidenced by the award 
dates witnessed, and is easily identified by the added reverse 
inscription at the top, “Knowledge is Power.” All examples 
seen have been dated between 1835 and 1839, suggesting 
a fairly small window of issuance. The last one we recall 
handling was in our January 2005 Americana Sale, which 
sold for just over $4,000, but the award was presented to the 
“Washington Company #1” for their “Fire Engine,” so the 
theme was far superior than that of this medal. Still, it has 
been more than a decade since we have handled one of these 
beautifully designed and engraved pieces by Furst. Even 
the vast holdings of John J. Ford, Jr. do not seem to have 
included this type.

DU COMMERCE & DE L’INDUSTRIE DE ROUEN / 
A MR / SAMUEL BILLINGS / CAPTAINE DU NAVIRE 
/ MARY-ANNAH / DE PORTSMOUTH / 4 AVRIL 1852 
/ IRE APPARITION DU PAVILION AMERICN / A 
ROUEN. This is an official Paris Mint medal utilizing an 
obverse by Bertrand Andrieu that was originally used with 
a blank reverse during the reign of Louis XVIII (1815-1824) 
and as such is cataloged as CGIE II P-117E. This medal 
combines Andreaus original obverse with a more modern 
anonymous reverse design. The edge is inscribed with a 
pointing hand and ARGENT. Choice prooflike silver-gray 
surfaces showing evidence of an old cleaning which has 
resulted in some uneven toning. One or two insignificant 
contact marks are also noted.

Obv: Various birds in a farm setting with the 
motto OMNE ANIMAL EX OVO on a scroll above. The 
legends NEW YORK STATE POULTRY SOCIETY above 
and INCORPORATED 1869 below. Rev: A laurel wreath 
with three eggs in a basket at the bottom, the inscription 
AWARDED TO above and the added engraving D.L. LEON 
FOR A SUPERIOR GREYHOUND DEC. 69. within the 
wreath. Light lilac-gray iridescence over reflective surfaces 
that are nearly in the Mint State category. Wispy hairlines 
and other trivial handling marks are largely confined to the 
reverse. An example of this type, awarded to H.C. Gavit for 
the best sultan fowls and also dated December 1869, is part

Obv: A collection of agricultural and mechanical items in 
the foreground, with a miner digging with a pickaxe on a 
hillside in the middle distance. Beyond is a three-masted 
sailing ship entering a bay or inlet surrounded by hills, which 
would have been quite a rare sight for Nevada, even in 1874! 
Rev: Expertly engraved inscription THE / NEVADA STATE 
/ AGRICULTURAL / MINING / AND / MECHANICAL 
SOCIETY / TO / MRS. G. D. BARNETT / 1874. This piece 
is a simple silver disc, completely hand engraved on both 
sides. Since the engravings are incuse the present example 
is virtually free of wear, but we do note several light surface 
marks and scuffs that explain our About Uncirculated grade. 
Handsome satin surfaces are boldly and evenly toned in a 
deep titanium-gray, enhanced by considerable multicolored 
iridescence, particularly on the obverse.

Gold. 57 mm. 125 grams. By Adolph A. Weinman. 
Baxter-176, var. MS-66 (NGC). Awarded to William M. 
Sloane (1850-1928), well known American educator and 
historian. He served as a professor at both Princeton and 
Columbia universities, was president of the American 
Historical Association and, as a member of the International 
Olympic Committee, founder of the United States Olympic 
Commission — accompanying the American athletes to the 
first modern Olympic Games in Athens in 1896. Differing 
from the occasionally seen bronze version of this medal by 


the addition of TIFFANY & CO. /18 KT GOLD / Mbelow the 
reverse inscription. Beautifully finished yellow-gold surfaces 
with no blemishes of note. The original leather and fabric 
presentation case is included with this lot. 

The august National Institute of Arts and Letters, now known 
as the American Academy of Arts and Letters, included 
Augustus Saint-Gaudens among its seven founders; Samuel 
Clemens was another. Awarded specimens of this medal

Numismatic Legacies of Slavery 
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628 January 7, 1854. Receipt for a Slave Named Susannah. 
Very Fine. 7 3/4 inches x 4 1/4 inches. This is a significant, 
intriguing and also unfortunate item from the pre-Civil War 
era of the United States. It is a receipt for the acquisition of 
a slave woman named Susannah by one Louisa A. Gamble 
dated January 7, 1854. The exact text of the receipt reads: 

“I hereby acknowledge that I have this day received of Wm. 
Fluken and A.M. Creagh Executors of Milton Ford deed a 
certain negro woman named Susannah valued at five dollars 
bequeathed [sic] to me by the last Will and Testament of said 
Milton Ford which amount I am to account to the said Executors 


for on a final settlement I do hereby release and acquit the said 
Executors of said bequethe [sic] of the woman named Susan 
January the 7th , 1854 [signed] Louisa A Gamble” 

An additional notation on the back of the receipt reads: 
“Louisa A Gamble / receipt for / Susan valued / at $5.00.” 
The paper on which this receipt is written has been folded in 
half horizontally just above center, the edges a bit frayed, yet 
fully intact with no tears or pieces missing. Light to moderate 
foxing is noted for accuracy, but all in all the paper is preserved 
exceptionally well given its age.

The maiden voyage of the steamer San Francisco began on 
December 21, 1853, leaving New York City for the long 
journey, via the Straits of Magellan, to San Francisco. The 
San Francisco was operated by the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company, the dominant player in New York to San Francisco 
seagoing transport at that time, mostly with two ships 
connecting passengers and cargo via river and land travel 
48 miles across the Isthmus of Panama (in 1855 the Panama 
Railroad would open and would make the transit routine). 
The construction of the San Francisco hit New York papers in 
July 1853 and San Francisco papers a month later. The Daily 
Alta California noted on August 12,1853: “The San Francisco, 
when completed, will be the finest steamship on the Pacific.” 
Unfortunately, just two days out of New York, a piston rod 
on the steam engines air pump broke, leaving the sidewheel 
steamer helpless among heavy seas east of the Carolinas. On 
December 24, a single wave was said by survivors to have 
taken 150 people overboard. Three ships arrived within a few 
days, the Kilby , Three Bells , and Antarctic , and each took on 
some of the San Franciscos passengers. The Kilby was unable 
to handle the heavy seas and extra burden, and her passengers 
were rescued by another rescue ship, the Lucy Thompson. 


The maritime disaster made international news. Over 300 
people were killed, either lost at sea or felled by the outbreak 
of cholera that occurred below decks as the San Francisco 
floated aimlessly, waiting for help. Eight companies of 
soldiers from the Third United States Infantry were aboard 
the San Francisco , and the misbehavior of many of the troops 
was blamed for spreading the cholera. Hundreds of troops 
were evacuated, while others died. A court martial, overseen 
by General Winfield Scott and Secretary of War Jefferson 
Davis, was called to inquire into their leadership in the wake 
of the disaster. Survivors ended up in New York, Boston, and 
Liverpool, most far from home, all far from their planned 
destination on the Pacific. 

In the aftermath of the San Franciscos loss at sea, the captains 
of the ships that came to her aid were lauded as heroes. 
Congress voted gold medals to the captains of the Kilby , Three 
Bells , and Antarctic , a medal cataloged by Julian as LS-11. 
The city of Philadelphia also authorized gold medals for the 
captains, now known as Julian LS-12. The city of New York 
also authorized medals for the heroes of the day, including 
the officers and seamen of the Lucy Thompson , the first ship to 
return survivors back to New York City. The Humane Society 
of Massachusetts, issuer of this medal, presented medals to 
officers of all three ships originally on the scene. 

This medal is an important piece of Americana, issued to 
the captain of one of the rescuing vessels of one of the 19th 
century’s most famous shipwrecks. Beautiful prooflike 
surfaces, the wide open fields of the upper obverse acquiring 
a few minor contact marks and scratches over the years, as 
expected, but the rest of the medal in an exceptional state of 
preservation. Lovely multicolored peripheral toning on the 
obverse, and especially appealing darker coloration over the 
entire reverse, which flashes with multicolored iridescence 
when viewed at different angles.

The SS Volturno was an ocean liner carrying over 650 
immigrants that caught fire and sank in the North Atlantic in 
October 1913. After the ship issued SOS signals, 11 ships came 
to her aid, and in heavy seas and gale winds, they rescued 
a total of 520 passengers and crewmen. 136 passengers and 
crewmen were lost, mostly women and children from the 
unsuccessful launching of life boats early in the disaster. 

This example shows the matte or sandblast finish of the 20th 
century, a dramatic contrast to the prooflike surfaces of 
earlier strikes from this issuer.

The Cox & Green , sailing under the American flag, was on a 
voyage from Baltimore to Bath, Maine, heavily laden with a 
shipment of coal. On the morning of November 20,1910, the 
steamship British Sun came across the Cox & Green as she was 
sinking about 500 miles off the American coast. The captain 
sent a rescue party of five to the sinking ship that was able to 
rescue the American ships crew of eight. One of the rescue 
party, 54-year old T. Henderson, was singled out and awarded 
this medal for his heroic efforts.

The Valkyria , the “Queen of the Cape Verde Packets,” was a 


former whaler captained by Henry Rose of the Cape Verde 
Islands. A lifelong seaman, Rose commanded the Valkyria 
from 1903 and had a reputation as a hardy sailor with a taste 
for speed. During the night of November 3,1826, the Valkyria 
rammed a derelict vessel. The collision brought down the fore 
and main masts, and opened the stem. The wreck drifted 
aimlessly for two days before being spotted by a passing 
British vessel, the Oyleric , which sent a lifeboat to rescue the 
crew of 15 men and two young girls. It is unclear if others 
from the rescue team received medals, but what is known 
is that Captain Rose was immediately hired to command 
the Manta , the last active whaling vessel in New Bedford, 
Massachusetts.

The partnership 
of Samuel R. Craddick and William G. Homan dealt in 
books, stationary and tobacco. With the possible exception 
of Fuld-230B-la, all varieties linked with this merchant are 
rare numismatic strikes. 



658 Kansas—Leavenworth. 1863 Adolph Cohen. Fuld-550A- 
lb. Rarity-8. Brass. 19 mm. MS-61 (NGC). Pale silver 
gray patina to overall brassy-gold surfaces, a few swirls of 
deeper charcoal-lilac are evident in the right reverse field. 
Sharply struck with no significant handling marks, although 
scattered carbon flecks account for the MS-61 grade from 
NGC. Adolf Cohen is not only the sole issuer of Civil War 
store cards from Leavenworth, Kansas, but also in the entire 
state. He was a dealer in clothing and mens furnishing 
goods whose business was located at 21 Delaware Street 
in 1863. Only one pair of dies is known for this merchant 
with examples struck in copper and brass; examples in the 
latter composition are rarer in numismatic circles. This is 
clearly one of the finest survivors of the type that belongs in 
another renowned collection. 

During the Civil War era Leavenworth was an important 
depot for supplies and a point of departure for travelers 
heading west.

700A-4L Rarity-8. Tin-Plated. 19 mm. MS-64 (NGC). 

This silver gray beauty presents a sharp strike and Choice 
satin surfaces. This business was a partnership between Elias 
D. Johnson and Lafayette Oursler that dealt in dry goods, 
clothing and shoes. 


657 Kansas—Leavenworth. 1863 Adolph Cohen. Fuld-550A- 
la. Rarity-6. Copper. 19 mm. EF-40 BN (NGC). Rose- 
brown and antique gold patina blends over both sides of 
this more or less boldly defined example. This is a popular 
merchant with specialists as the only issuer of Civil War store 
cards from Kansas. Adolph Cohen was a dealer in clothing 
and gents’ furnishing goods, with two locations per the 1859 
Leavenworth city directory: 35 Delaware and the northeast 
corner of Main and Cherokee. In 1863 Adolph Cohen & Co. 
and Cohen & Markson were both located at 21 Delaware 
Street. This handsome EF will nicely represent the copper 
variant of Cohens token, the only other type known a brass 
striking from these same dies. 



660 Maine—Bangor. 1864 R.S. Torrey. Fuld-100A-2a. 
Rarity-3. Copper. 19 mm. MS-62 BN (NGC). Rich antique 
copper patina displays just a few swirls of ancient verdigris 
precluding a higher grade. The strike is nearly full with 
bold to sharp detail throughout. Ruggles S. Torrey is the 
only issuer of Civil War store cards from Maine, making his 
pieces extremely popular with specialists. A beekeeper since 
the mid 1830s, Torrey patented the Maine State Beehive in 
1859. 



661 Massachusetts—Boston. Undated (1861-1865) 

Pulmonales. Fuld-115Ea-la. Rarity-3. Unc Details— 
Altered Color (NGC). An attractive piece despite the stated 
qualifier, both sides exhibit vivid orange-red color to boldly 
impressed surfaces. An otherwise satiny finish reveals 
modest semi-reflective tendencies in the fields at direct 
lighting angles. Smooth in hand and decidedly in the Choice 
category were it eligible for a numeric grade. 
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662 Massachusetts—Springfield. 1862 John Adams Bolen. 
Fuld-760A-lb. Musante JAB-5. Rarity-6. Brass. 28 mm. 
MS-63 (NGC). Beautiful olive-gold surfaces display hints of 
pale blue and rose at direct lighting angles. Sharply struck 
with appreciable prooflike reflectivity in the fields, this is an 
attractive piece worthy of a strong bid. John Adams Bolen 
engraved dies for medalets as a hobby, examples of this and 
other related types made as numismatic strikes and not for 
use in commerce. 

663 Michigan—Detroit. 1863 Broeg & Gerber. Fuld-225K- 
3i. Rarity-9. Tin-Plated. 19 mm. MS-64 (NGC). Mottled 
pale rose toning is seen over a base of satiny silver gray. 
Marx Broeg and Joseph Gerber were butchers located at 35 
Michigan Avenue East, Detroit. 


664 Michigan—Detroit. 1864 Mather & Shefferly. Fuld- 
225AX-5a. Rarity-9. Copper. 19 mm. MS-64 BN (NGC). 

Hints of bright rose and pale lilac accent otherwise golden- 
brown surfaces. The tokens for the crockery store of Francis 
P. Mather and John Shefferly are attributed to the Stanton 
shop, Cincinnati.

Fuld-595A- 
la. Rarity-8. Copper. 19 mm. AU-55 BN (NGC). Rich 
copper and rose-brown patina is noted on both sides. The 
reverse is a bit less boldly defined than the obverse. Dry 
goods dealer and grocer Isaac Hewitt operated three stores 
in Maple Rapids in 1863. This is a single merchant town, 
the two types of tokens from this issuer are scarce and enjoy 
strong demand among advanced collectors. 


667 Michigan—St. Johns. Undated (1861-1865) George W. 
Stephenson. Fuld-915A-lb. Rarity-7. Brass. 19 mm. 
MS-62 (NGC). Mottled rose-gray patina is seen on a base 
of warm brassy-gold. Just light carbon spotting precludes 
a Choice Mint State grade. George W. Stephenson was a 
dealer in general merchandise whose tokens are attributed 
to the Lanphear shop, Cincinnati. Only two types are known 
for this issuer, struck from the same dies, with the brass 
example offered here scarcer than its copper counterpart 
915A-la. 



668 Minnesota—St. Paul. Undated (1861-1865) DeWitt C. 
Greenleaf. Fuld-760A-la. Rarity-5. Copper. 19 mm— 
Counterstamped 41—MS-63 RB (NGC). Dominant rose- 
orange luster also displays splashes of light gray-brown 
patina. This is a watch check for watchmaker DeWitt C. 
Greenleaf, 262 Second Street, St. Paul. 


669 Missouri—St. Louis. 1863 John H. Blood, Lallemand’s 
Specific. Fuld-910B-3a. Rarity-9. Copper. 19 mm. MS-63 
BN (NGC). Blended rose-brown and antique gold surfaces 
display a swirl of bright pink at the right obverse border. 
Boldly to sharply defined throughout, the reverse is rotated 
45 degrees clockwise from coin alignment. Although John 
H. Blood was primarily a merchant tailor with his business 
located at 21 North Third Street, as of 1860, he also served as 
St. Louis wholesaler for Lallemands Rheumatism, Gout & 
Neuralgia Specific, which was later proved to be a worthless 
patent medicine. By 1864 Blood had moved to 24 North 
Fifth Street.

One of the most extensive series among 
Civil War store cards, the tokens of March & Miner were 
produced at the Stanton Shop, Cincinnati. The clothing 
manufacturing firm of Robert B. Marsh and Erwin L. Miner 
was located at the corner of Gorman and Wade streets. 

671 Ohio—Defiance. 1863 RuhPs Premium Steel Pens. Fuld- 
240A-4L Rarity-9. Tin-Plated. 19 mm. MS-63 (NGC). 

Bright silver surfaces display sharp detail and a lively satin 
finish. Defiance is a single merchant town. The tokens for 
Ruhls are attributed to the Stanton shop, Cincinnati.

Joseph C. Charnley operated a saloon at various locations 
in Providence beginning in 1850. The address given on 
the token, No. 11 Orange Street, housed the business from 
1856 to circa 1876.

All 
other types, including the Frank L. Gay muling offered here, 
are numismatic strikes of notable rarity.

This 
overall copper-brown example has glints of pinkish-orange 
luster around the peripheries.

This merchants tokens were denominated in 
values of 5 cents, 10 cents, and 25 cents. No information 
details the nature of Underwoods enterprise, although he 
is known to have been the only postmaster in the history of 
Dedham. The town was dissolved in 1873 when a railroad 
was built through nearby Sharon. Residents and activities 
were transferred to Sharon.

Stone & Murrays Circus was formed by Dennison W. Stone 
and John Hayes Murray and was the successor in the 1868 
season to Stone, Rosston & Murray.

One of the shell cards 
is dated 1868, suggesting that the distribution of these may 
have been in the first year of business. In 1872, Stone left the 
company, which was then continued by Murray until 1878. 
The circus wintered in Bridgeport, CT, the home base of 
the unrelated P.T. Barnum. Dave has always had an interest 
in circus history and has written extensively about Yankee 
Robinson, one of the top performers of the era.

Olders Museum, Circus & Menagerie was conducted by 
Pardon A. Older. Based in Independence, Iowa, the show 
traveled widely and was well known in its time. The New 
York Clipper of April 8, 1871, gives substantial detail: 

“Olders Museum, Circus and Menagerie. Officers: 
Proprietor, P.A. Older; Manager, L. Tilden; General 
Business Agent, J.M. Chandler; Contracting Agent, E.A. 
Alexander; Treasurer, W.R. McLane; Press Agent, Chas. A. 
Turner; Master of Canvas, Wm. Arnold; Master of Horse, J. 
Thompson; Equestrian Director, Jacob Showles; Leader of 
Band, A.D. Good; Receiver of Tickets and General Business 
Manager, Chas. Spicer. Riders: George Holland, Mile. Leslie, 
Senorita Vicenta. Clowns: Jerry Hopper, George Madden, 
Willie Showles and J. Showles. Gymnasts, etc. - Madam 
Sanyeah, Nelcourt Brothers, Holland Family, Chas. Spence, 
James Gallagher, Eddie Holland, Lewis, Henri and others. 
Trick Horses - Madam Showles, with her trained horse, 
American eagle. Ponies: Six Ponies. Trick Mules: January, 
Barney and Tip. Number of men employed, 100; horses, 135; 
wagons, 40. Proprietor of Side Show: Geo. Castillo; Concert, 
Chandler & Phillips; Candy Privilege, Madden & Dwyer. 
Chief Bill Poster: J.N. Young. This concern has a Museum 
of Curiosities, among the most prominent of which is the 
Stone Giant, or petrified man; also a fine representation 
of the Gorilla tribe. They run a three centre-pole canvas. 
In the Menagerie are fifteen cages, with Elephant, Horned 
Horse, Sea Cow, White Bactrian Camel, three Lions, Tigers, 
Leopards, Hyena, Black Bear, Black Wolf, two Kangaroos, 
Black Madagascar Goat, Civet Cats, Cashmere Goat, Ant 
Eaters, Badgers, Apes, Monkeys and all the tropical birds. 
They will give a very fine street procession, consisting of 
a first class band wagon, with fifteen first class musicians; 
then follows elephant, ponies, oriental display of horses, 
men, cages and grotesques. Organizing at Independence, 
Iowa, where first performance will be given about the 20th 
of April.” 

The “Sea Cow” was probably a manatee. Often, curious and 
innovative names were given to creatures-such as Robinsons 
highly publicized wallapus, whatever that was.

Another nice circus show card. William Cameron Coup 
(August 4, 1836-March 4, 1895) was one of the more 
successful circus men of his era. His autobiography, 
Sawdust and Spangles, tells of his career. He entered show 
business in the early 1850s to join P.T. Barnum’s Caravan, 
a traveling museum display and menagerie. Later, he was 
with other companies, including joining Yankee Robinson 
(see listing for shell card) in 1866 and leaving in 1869. With 
Dan Castello he organized Dan Castello’s Great Circus & 
Egyptian Caravan, which traveled aboard a steamer in the 
Great Lakes. Afterward the show traveled on land. P.T. 
Barnum became an investor. In 1871 an astounding profit 
of $400,000 was posted. After other ventures he formed the 
New York Aquarium, then in the same city the traveling 
Equestcurriculum show in 1878 and soon changed its name 
to the United Monster Shows. In 1882 a train wreck near 
Cairo, IL, demolished this and Coup’s Enchanted Rolling 
Palaces. Plagued with lawsuits he did his best to pay off some 
of the debts. He remained in the business until he retired 
in 1894. He died in Jacksonville, FL the following year. An 
example of this card appeared as lot 561 of W.E. Woodward’s 
sale of the Tilton Collection, April 30, 1886. This shell card 
is highly unusual for having the patent information on both 
sides.

According to Dave Bowers’ study on shell cards, T.N. 
Hickcox & Co. was the most prolific maker and issuer of this 
trade medium. The firm was also the largest manufacturer 
of mirror cards, as seen here. Hickcox advertised in the 
September 1, 1866 issue of Scientific American as follows: 

“T.N. Hickcox, manufacturer of stamped and pressed brass 
goods. Plain and fancy brass caps for pomaton and mucilage 
bottles, brass baggage and key checks, stove ornaments, 
brass labels for oil cans, house furnishing goods, insurance 
companies, etc. Steel dies of any design required presses and 
light machinery manufactured to order. Prompt attention 
paid to articles of news manufacture and patent goods; 
models for the Patent Office daily executed. Salesroom 
280 Pearl St., N.Y. Factory, corner John an Pearl streets, 
Brooklyn.” 

As of 1872, he was also advertising the manufacture of 
corrugated fire-proof roofing shingles, iron gutters, and 
other items. Shell cards issued by the makers of such cards 
and advertising themselves are highly important. The 
present sale is the largest ever auction offering of such. 

Numismatic items of New York City have been the specialty 
of a number of advanced collectors over the years, including 
Wayte Raymond, F.C.C. Boyd, and Richard Rossa, not to 
overlook the American Numismatic Society (which has 
the finest institutional collection today; the Massachusetts 
Historical Society holdings are notable as well).

Baltimore was and probably still is the center of the oyster 
industry in America.

This is a very popular 
shell card due to the circus theme. 

An announcement in the New York Clipper , March 28, 
1868, read as follows, in part: “The New York Circus, now 
performing at the Hippotheatron building in Fourteenth 
Street, in this city, will make the usual summer excursion 
this season, leaving this city about the first of May. This 
establishment will travel by railroad, on special trains 
chartered for the purpose, and will visit large towns only. 
Mr. Lents company, the coming season will be larger and 
more complete than ever before, and many entirely new 
features will be introduced in the performances...”

Manufactured from the rich Southern Magnolia. Used for 
bathing the face and person, to render the skin soft and 
fresh, to prevent eruptions, to perfume clothing, &c. It 
overcomes the unpleasant odor of perspiration. It cools, 
softens, and adds delicacy to the skin. It yields a subdued 
and lasting perfume. It removes redness, tan, blotches, &c. It 
cures mosquito bites and stings of Insects. It cures nervous 
headache and allays inflammation. It contains no material 
Injurious to the skin. Patronized by Actresses and Opera 
Singers. It is what every lady should have. Sold everywhere. 
Try the Magnolia Water once and you will use no other 
Cologne, Perfumery, or Toilet Water afterwards. Demas 
Barnes & Co., Props. Exclusive Agts, N.Y.” 

This particular company was involved with Drake’s 
Plantation Bitters (issuer of encased postage stamps) and a 
lot of other cure alls.

The California Vinegar Bitters product was widely advertised 
during this era and also later, including in newspaper 
notices, trade cards, and a yearly almanac. The United States 
Internal Revenue issued 4-cent revenue tax stamps to be 
affixed to each bottle, picturing Dr. Walker and giving the 
addresses as San Francisco and New York. 

From an 1874 advertisement: “No person can take these 
bitters according to directions and remain long unwell, 
provided their bones are not destroyed by mineral poison 
or other means, and vital organs wasted beyond the point 
of repair.” The patent medicine was said to cure dyspepsia, 
indigestion, sour eructations of the stomach, dizziness, 
tightness of the chest, coughs, bad taste in the mouth, 
bilious attacks, palpitation of the heart, inflammation of the 
lungs, pain in the region of the kidneys, female complaints, 
inflammatory and chronic rheumatism, etc.

The Olympic Theatre was located at 622 Broadway near 
Bleecker Street in New York City. Unfortunately for the 
players, Treasure Trove met with at least one rather negative 
review. From Dwights Journal of Music, July 6, 1867, 

“Thoughtful observers of the plays that are ‘running must 
be unanimous in opinion that they contain but very little 
dramatic merit. The most popular of them is ‘The Black 
Crook,’ which it were a ludicrous pretense to characterize 
as a drama. A few odds and ends of incident, from ‘Faust,’ 
‘Manfred,’ ‘Der Freischiitz,’ etc., loosely knit together, afford 
occasions for the display of ballet dancers and scenery. 
In ‘Treasure Trove,’ at the Olympic, we see a less dazzling 
spectacle than ‘The Black Crook,’ and a play that is good as a 
comedy of the day, but not a standard work....”

Antonio “Tony” Pastor (May 20, 1837-August 26, 1908) was 
one of Americas best known vaudeville and variety actors 
at the time this shell card was issued. In 1865 he opened 
Tony Pastors Opera House at 201 Bowery, presenting stage 
shows that appealed to family audiences, in contrast to the 
sometimes bawdy productions of earlier years. In the winter 
season of 1867-1868 the program included plays such as 
The White Crook (a parody on the famous play, The Black 
Crook) and The Shipwrecked Sailor. William Carleton 
singing Irish songs, comedy monologues, and performing 
monkeys and dogs were also seen. 

Tony & Billy Pastors Combination Troupe played in various 
theatres, not necessarily including the Pastor brothers, who 
were usually busy in New York City. Billy Pastor billed 
himself as a comic vocalist and could be booked by applying 
to the theatre, which he also served as general manager. Billy 
died in 1877 of cancer in his residence at 115 West 17th 
Street.

However, as another card 
was produced with an 1868-dated obverse shell, it is quite 
possible that this variety was made only in 1867. Proprietors 
were William G. Perris and Henry G. Browne.

It was a Baltimore firm that made brooms, 
wooden ware, and other small items of wood, but it also 
operated in New York at 158 Chambers Street, the office 
this card was made to advertise. The Baltimore manufactory 
produced Excelsior brand matches beginning about 1869.

Marketed by Gustavus A. Leonard of 58 Vesey Street, New 
York City, dealer in patent medicines. The label stated that 
it “is a cheap, safe and permanent cure and preventive 
against the various forms of bilious and intermittent fevers.” 
Further, “This preparation contains no arsenic or mercury 
and will not, like the many compounds now recommended 
for bilious and other fevers, leave the system in a condition 
more to be dreaded than the disease, but its great merit is 
in its preventive, curative, and restorative properties, and 
is adapted to all ages and conditions of the system.” More: 
“Nearly all the articles which enter into its composition are 
of themselves singly remedial agents for the cure of bilious 
and intermittent fevers. As a preventive this medicine 
should be used by convalescents, travelers, emigrants, and 
others during the summer and fall months when malarial 
diseases are most prevalent.” 

This is one of the most ornate shell cards — a delight to 
behold and even nicer to own.

A similar piece with white paper 
brought $922 in our September 2013 sale. 

An 1866 account in American Agriculturist mentioned the 
Havana Lottery specifically, 

“Lotteries-How Even a Genuine One Works, the Arithmetic 
of the Thing: -Of the many venders of lottery tickets in this 
city, at least nine out of ten are bogus, swindling concerns, 
in which the Investors have no chance at all, and a man must 
have uncommon discernment and discretion to ascertain 
which is the tenth or genuine one.-But supposing all were 
genuine, let us see what chance a man would have in one. 

“For example, take the Royal Havana Lottery said to be 
honorably conducted by the Spanish Government, under the 
supervision of the Captain General of Cuba. We called at the 
Agency in this city, and learned the entire modus operandi. 
Take the drawing No. 756, for May 9. There are 437 prizes 
ranging from one hundred and sixty of $200 each, to one 
of $100,000. Total amount of Prizes, $360,000 in gold- or 
equivalent to about $450,000 in our currency. The deductions 
before the prizes are paid amount to 12 to 15 per cent., or 
say $50,000. This leaves $400,000 to be distributed among the 
ticket holders. But there are just 30,000 tickets at $40 each, 
which must all be drawn from. That is, the ticket holders pay 
$1,200,000 for the privilege of drawing $400,000, the other 
$800,000 all going to the lottery operators, agents, etc. 


“It is just the same as if six men put a dollar each into a box 
to be drawn out by lot. If they draw the whole with perfectly 
fair chances, they would stand an equal chance of getting their 
money back, but If the holder of the box takes out and puts in 
his own pocket $1 of the money, and leaves the whole six men 
who put in a dollar each, a sixth of a chance at only $2, their 
chance would be a slim one and hardly on the square. Yet this 
is just what is done In this Royal Havana Lottery to those who 
buy their tickets here at $40 for whole ticket; $30 for halves; 
$10 for quarters ; $3 for eighths, and $2.50 for sixteenths.”- 
You pay your share of $1,200,000 for the privilege of a chance 
share in $400,000. And this is about the chance one has in 
any lottery, however much the managers may mystify their 
figures, and it shows how they make such enormous profits, 
and why they run such risks and struggle so hard against 
just laws. The ticket buyers really have a very slim chance at 
best, or hardly a third of a chance when they pay for a whole 
one-yet the foolish hope that they may be successful, and so 
keep on investing money, because somebody somewhere has 
drawn a prize.... 

“Unfortunately, it is only those who have always been unlucky 
and are likely to be, and those who do not or cannot look 
into the arithmetic of the thing, that will and do patronize 
lotteries.” 

The above is another example of how a shell card can be the 
key to discovering fascinating information about history and 
background. Did you know that once a numismatist discovers 
and becomes involved in tokens and medals, he or she tends 
to make it a lifetime pursuit. Remarkable contrast to many 
who enter numismatics seeking quick profits and who are 
gone within a year or two.

Billy Pastor, the New York City vaudevillian and opera house 
manager, took care of bookings. The girls were all blonde 
and attracted attention more for their novelty than for their 
performance. They performed at least through 1876. 

Touring female minstrel companies were all the rage circa 
1870. Other troupes included Rentz’s Female Minstrels, 
Barnards Female Minstrels, Elwood’s Female Minstrels, 
among others.

The Great Atlantic & Pacific Tea Company was founded 
as the Great American Tea Company in New York City in 
1859, by George Huntington Hartford and George Gilman.

Street in New York City. In 1871 the firm’s address was 8 
Church Street, New York City. Later it became the large 
A&P grocery chain. A couple of generations ago A&P stores 
were everywhere, right along with Montgomery Ward and 
F.W. Woolworth. Nothing left now but nostalgia.

Congress Hall was a vast resort hotel that was a summer 
getaway for many New Yorkers. The use of “inmates” rather 
than “guests” seems curious today. A brief description of the 
apparently renovated property was given in The New York 
Times , July 8m 1865: 

“The building now completely occupies the four sides of 
the square. The ceiling of the vast dining-hall has been 
beautifully paneled, and is supported by a double-row of 
Corinthian columns, which not only give greater solidity to 
the building, but add materially to the perspective beauty 
of the hall. The immense ball-room forms an L with the 
dining-hall, and both may now be instantly thrown into 
one, affording accommodations for about a thousand 
guests. The famous collonade’ is also being continued 
round both wings of the building; the street on the north 
side being discontinued, and the piazzas and grounds of the 
hotel extended over it.”

J.K. Moore, said to be of the Moore and Sweet partnership, is 
also credited with issuing tokens in his name at Camp Brown 
in Wyoming. James K. Moore is listed as the postmaster at 
Camp Brown at of the establishment the Post Office there in 
March 1875.

Cent-sized tokens 
that passed for one cent were in fairly ready supply during 
the Civil War, and despite the coin shortage, it is difficult to 
believe that normal circumstances would allow for a cent 
piece to be passed as five cents in value. The New Orleans 
Schiller token was issued during the most trying of times 
in a place with an acute money shortage. The only places 
with similar shortages in this era were other cities in the 
Confederacy or, possibly but less likely, the West. Schillers 
token was identifiable because he also issued scrip noting 
his location, and valued at 25 and 50 cents. Unfortunately, 
there were Cameron Houses in many cities, making positive 
geographical identification challenging. We believe this rare 
countermark to be issued under similar circumstances as 
the rare J.B. Schiller pieces, and these appear to be two-of- 
a-kind among local emergency revaluation countermarks 
from the Civil War.

Augustus Humbert eagle with added commemorative 
inscription around the border. Rev: An ox-drawn covered 
wagon headed west with inscriptions SOUVENIR / DAYS 
OF ‘49 above and CELEBRATION / SACRAMENTO 
/ CALIF. / 1922 below. Jankovsky writes that this piece, 
as typically found in brass, is “A Great Rarity” among the 
imitation $50 slugs. This gold example was not known to the 
author. 

This intriguing piece, obviously of great rarity, has been cast 
— not struck as the regular brass examples — and has a 
suspension ring attached at the top. It differs from the brass 
pieces in one interesting aspect: in the word FACSIMILE at 
7 o’clock on the obverse, the first four letters are in a slightly 
smaller size than the following letters. This is accompanied 
by an apparent crack and subsequent repair of the original 
from which this example was cast. This repair was expertly 
done, obviously a time consuming and expensive process, 
which suggests that this was an official issue, perhaps an 
award or prize presented to an official of the celebration, and 
not just a cast copy made by a hobbyist. 

The surfaces are microscopically pitted overall, as would be 
expected on a cast item, and give it an attractive matte finish. 
The remnants of a casting gate are visible on the edge at the 
bottom. Rare, handsome, historically significant and with a 
very satisfying “heft,” this is an item that will be of interest 
to collectors of imitation slugs, private and territorial gold, 
western memorabilia, California exonumia and so-called 
dollars.

Bold pewter gray and steel 
patina blankets both sides of this attractively original 
example. The central obverse is devoid of detail with the 
tree absent, but the beaded border and peripheral lettering 
is suitably sharp, allowing ready identification of this die. 
The reverse is uniformly bold with all design elements 
discernible, although the letters DOM are faint, ragged 
planchet flaw just before 12 o’clock relative to the obverse, 
the NGC qualifier concerns several tiny digs in and around 
the centers that are more prevalent on the reverse. More 
affordable quality for this popular die marriage of the Oak 
Tree shilling.

Both the surface preservation and eye appeal of 
this piece are well above average for an American Plantations 
token. Deep pewter gray patina blankets surfaces that are 
expectably rough in texture, although there are no sizeable 
marks or other significant blemishes. Boldly defined overall, 
and particularly well suited for inclusion in a high grade 
type set of Colonial era coinage. 

The PCGS insert uses coin #49, which is reserved for original 
strikings of the American Plantations token. Although 
numismatic scholars believe that originals of the Newman 
4-E die marriage were indeed produced, the only examples 
known to colonial coin researcher Roger S. Siboni are 
restrikes. Furthermore, many of the restrikes are in Choice 
AU or Mint State, as here, hence our designation of this piece 
as such. The restrikes were produced circa 1828 by Matthew 
Young, a London coin dealer who retained two die pairs of 
this type after selling the balance to the British Museum. 
Youngs restrikes (Newman 4-E and 5-D) were disseminated 
by W.S. Lincoln & Son, another London numismatic firm. 
With original American Plantations tokens usually heavily 
corroded or otherwise impaired, collectors seeking a high 
quality example for a colonial coin type set often select one 
of Youngs restrikes. The present example is certainly highly 
attractive.

Two of these varieties are overdates, 
Martin 3.1-D.l the rarest of all three known pairings.

The brown 
is a bit more pronounced on the obverse, although both 
sides reveal modest semi-reflectivity in the fields under a 
light. Boldly struck and very attractive, there is not much 
separating this premium quality example from a full Gem 
grade. The Virginia halfpennies were authorized by the 
Crown and served their purpose in the Colony of Virginia 
just prior to the outbreak of the Revolutionary War. Most 
Mint State survivors are from the Colonel Mendes I. Cohen 
Hoard, obtained by Cohen, a numismatist, probably the 
late 1860s or the early 1870s. The hoard contained in excess 
of 2,000 pieces by contemporary accounts, many of which 
were dispersed by Cohen over the years. Most of todays 
Uncirculated Virginia halfpennies probably originated with 
the Cohen hoard, to which current numismatists owe a 
great debt.

A Lovely Example of the Friedus 3.3-D Variety 



3013 1739 Higley Copper. Freidus 3.3-D, Crosby-26, W-8285. 
Rarity-7. VALUE ME AS YOU PLEASE / J CUT MY 
WAY THROUGH, Broad Axe. Good-4 (PCGS). CAC. An 

exceptional coin for the assigned grade, and a highly desirable 
example of a historic early American copper rarity. Both 
sides are warmly and evenly toned in bold reddish-brown 
patina with none of the pitting, corrosion, or other forms of 
environmental damage so common to Higley coppers. Wear is 
commensurate with the assigned grade, the obverse displaying 
more detail than the reverse. On the former side the deer is 
fully outlined, if the antlers are a bit weak, the words VALUE 
and PLEASE in the peripheral legend are partially legible, the 
Roman numeral III is discernible, as are the adjacent curved 
lines and five-pointed star. For the reverse we note a faintly 
outlined axe and, while most other peripheral devices have 
been lost to wear, the all-important date is clear with the 
digits 173 particularly bold. The in hand appearance of this 
piece is quite smooth, especially for such a heavily circulated 
Higley copper, although a small disturbance at the upper 
reverse border is readily evident. As well, closer inspection 
reveals several wispy pin scratches and tiny surface nicks on 
both sides, none of which we deem worthy of singular note. 
All in all, it is difficult for us to imagine a more technically 
sound and aesthetically pleasing Higley copper at this level of 
preservation. 

Higley coppers are eagerly sought by advanced numismatists 
as one of the earliest copper pieces produced in what would 
eventually become the United States. The 1739-dated issue 


comes in three distinct varieties, all of which share the 
same reverse with the date 1739, peripheral legend J CUT 
MY WAY THROUGH, and a broad axe serving as the focal 
device. This is Reverse D as described by Dan Friedus in his 
important work The History and Die Varieties of the Higley 
Coppers , published in 1995 and based on his presentation at 
the American Numismatic Society’s Coinage of the Americas 
Conference the previous year. Only 14 specimens of the date 
are known, divided into three die pairings based on differing 
obverses, as follows: 

-Friedus 3.1-D: unique, and offered in our (Stacks) sale of the 
Henry Leon Sale, May 2007, lot 352. 

-Friedus 3.2-D: six specimens known. 

-Friedus 3.3-D: seven specimens known, including the 
present example. 

At least four of these coins are permanently impounded 
in museum collections, leaving precious few examples for 
private collectors. Most of the survivors are well worn, as 
here, with grades of Good and Very Good most often seen. 
Whether one is a type collector of Colonial era coinage or has 
more ambitious goals of assembling a date and/or variety set 
of Higley coppers, the present offering represents a fleeting 
bidding opportunity not to be overlooked.

Mint State 1670-A French Colonies 5 Sols Rarity 

Historically Significant Gloriam Regni Issue 



3014 1670-A 5 Sols. Paris Mint. Martin 6-D, Lecompte-186, 
Hodder-3, W-11605. Rarity-4 (for the type). MS-62 (PCGS). 

This remarkable condition rarity is an excellent representative 
of this elusive and important French Colonial era type. Fully 
Mint State, both sides exhibit soft satin luster and surfaces 
that appear smooth enough to warrant consideration at the 
Choice level. The strike is soft in the centers with incomplete 
definition to King Louis hair and, on the reverse, the left 
junction of the shield and crown. Both sides retain original 
planchet roughness in the these areas. The detail is appreciably 
sharper toward the borders, where we note virtually complete 
denticulation from a well centered impression. Only the 
lower right obverse and upper right reverse are devoid of 
denticulation, a minor feature, especially since the peripheral 
devices in those areas are fully on the flan and boldly defined. 
Several light adjustments over the middle and lower portion 
of Kings Louis’ bust are noted, common on Gloriam Regni 
silver coins, and were applied shortly after striking to bring 
the weight into the range of tolerance for the specific type. 
Vivid multicolored toning on both sides enhances the eye 
appeal and complements the superior technical quality. 

The French Colonial Gloriam Regni issues of 1670, which 
derive their name from the Latin legend on the reverse, 
owe their existence to the efforts of Jean Baptiste Colbert. 
Succeeding Cardinal Jules Mazarin as Controller of France 
in 1661, Colbert obtained letters patent from the French 
crown in May of 1664 to establish the Compagnie des Indes 
Occidentales. The French West India Company, as it was also 
known, received a 40-year monopoly over trade in North 
America, parts of South America, and even parts of Africa. As 


was also the case in the British American possessions, there 
was a shortage of hard currency to facilitate this trade, and 
most transactions were carried out through the barter system. 

Even before the establishment of Colberts Compagnie, 
proposals were made for the French crown to authorize 
coinage for circulation in Canada. The proposals of 1663 
and 1665, however, were both unsuccessful and resulted in 
no coins being produced. Using his considerable influence 
with King Louis XIV in his capacity as Controller, Colbert 
was successful in having a decree issued on February 19,1670, 
for a special coinage to be minted under royal authority for 
use in the territories controlled by the French West India 
Company. This decree, and a modifying one dated March 24, 
1670, authorized mintages for three different denominations: 
40,000 examples of the silver 15 sols; 200,000 examples of the 
silver 5 sols; and 2,400,000 examples of the copper double. 
Coinage began on July 7,1670, at the Paris Mint and continued 
through September 9, by which time 41,569 and 202,453 
pieces were struck for the 15 sols and 5 sols, respectively. Only 
a single copper double is known to exist, and it is believed that 
only a few examples of that denomination were struck due to 
problems encountered in the die preparation process. 

The dies for the silver denominations are attributed to Jean 
Warin, engraver of the mint. The obverse of both types 
exhibits a portrait of King Louis XIV surrounded by a legend 
that proclaims Louis, by grace of God, the king of France 
and Navarre. On the reverse, a crowned royal French shield 
is surrounded by the Latin legend GLORIAM REGNI TVI 
DICENT, which translates as “They shall speak of the glory 
of thy kingdom.” The date 1670 appears at the upper left, the 
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mintmark A for the Paris Mint is at the lower border, and 
the small castle, or rook different is at the upper border. High 
quality planchets of 0.91667 fine silver were used for both 
denominations. The coins were delivered to the Compagnie 
des Indes Occidentales on September 13, 1670, after which 
the dies were destroyed. 

Almost from the start the Gloriam Regni coins failed in their 
intended purpose. For starters, the authorizing decrees forbid 
the coins being repatriated to France. To encourage their 
use in the colonies nonetheless, Colbert and others hit upon 
a solution to increase the value of the Gloriam Regni coins 
by 33 1/3 percent. Thus, the 5 sols was revalued to 6 sols, 8 
deniers and the 15 sols was revalued to 20 sols, or 1 livre. Even 
this expedient failed, however, as merchants in the British 
and Spanish colonies, and elsewhere, valued the coins based 
solely on their precious metal content without regard for 
their nominal value as stated by the French government. Few 
examples ever reached Canada, as a result, and most of those 
that did see circulation in other French colonies such as those 
in the West Indies were melted once they found their way into 
the hands of foreign merchants. In the end, the economy of 
New France continued to function on the barter system, the 
short-lived Gloriam Regni coins having no lasting influence. 


With most examples destroyed through melting, the 
silver Gloriam Regni coins are scarce to rare at all levels of 
preservation. Produced in limited numbers, the 15 sols is a 
legendary rarity with only 14 examples positively confirmed 
to exist as of our March 2015 offering of the Donald Groves 
Par trick-Henry P. Kendall Foundation specimen. With 
the copper double unique, the 5 sols is the only readily 
collectable Gloriam Regni issue as far as most collectors are 
concerned. In an absolute sense, however, the 5 sols is scarce 
with a Rarity-4 ranking for the type as a whole. Each of the 
21 known die marriages merits at least a Rarity-7 rating per 
Sydney F. Martin in his highly detailed work French Coinage 
Specifically for Colonial America (2015). The coin offered here 
is from the Martin 6-D pairing, the finest examples of which 
known to Martin are an AU-55 and AU-50 in the authors 
personal collection. Easily at the upper reaches of Condition 
Census for the variety, and one of the few Mint State examples 
of the issue as a whole certified by PCGS, this is a significant 
French colonial coin that is sure to see spirited bidding among 
advanced specialists.

Michael A. Demling received a Bachelor of Science degree 
in Building Construction, and a Bachelor of Architecture 
from Kansas State University, and is currently an archi¬ 
tect practicing in the state of New Jersey. He has been an 
active collector from an early age and has enjoyed an¬ 
cient Greek and United States coins for many years. In 
2011 he authored a book on New Jersey Coppers entitled 
New Jersey Coppers: A Comprehensive Analysis and Attri¬ 
bution Guide of New Jersey Colonial Coppers , pouring his 
love for that iconic series into the guide. Over the last 
two decades he has acquired 125 of the 144 known die 
marriages in the series, a gargantuan feat.

cents, he decided to do an attribution guide for the Mas¬ 
sachusetts coppers series, patterned after his masterful 
New Jersey Coppers attribution guide and published in 
2015 under the title Massachusetts Coppers: A Compre¬ 
hensive Analysis and Attribution Guide of Massachusetts 
Colonial Coppers. Mike collected 34 of the 40 known die 
marriages of 1787 and 1788 Massachusetts cent, and 
of the six pieces missing from his set, two of them are 
unique, and four are rated in the Rarity-7 range. The 
more than 40 pieces representing Mike’s collection are 
in the lots to follow, including many high quality and 
choice coins as well as very rare die marriages. Also fea¬ 
tured are some duplicates reflecting notable die states, as 
well as some interesting counterstamps and an engraved 
Massachusetts cent. Nearly all lots include Mike’s neatly 
annotated 2”x2” collection envelope as well as any prior 
auction and collector tags that were with the coins.

The “Transposed Arrows” 
reverse F is also unique in the series in that the word CENT 
is actually raised rather than incuse, like all other reverses 
in the series, a bit of trivia often forgotten inasmuch as the 
average example of 20 or so survivors of this rare die marriage 
is low grade or somehow impaired. And the “Arrows in Right 
Talon” is the rarest of only 7 Redbook listed types for the 


entire Massachusetts copper series. The PCGS details grade 
is quite conservative, as the central motifs show VG or better 
detail, as the lower part of the Indians tunic shows clear 
delineations of its pleats. An ovoid hole near top of eagles 
head was accomplished long ago, and this rare Massachusetts 
cent clearly spent time out of commerce, explaining its 
weathered, dark brown surfaces that are actually light tan at 
the high points of the devices.

Clearly circulated for some 
time, like most examples of this issue, but never badly harmed 
in the process. Some minor edge bumps are seen, but none 
are serious; scattered fine contact points and a few hairlines, 
one little nick above Liberty (the left figure) noted for lack 
of something more evident to point out.

planchet, with just a little batch of denticles seen under the 
date. The Groves catalog called this: “one of the major New 
York rarities.

A few 
dull marks in the right obverse field and over the lower right 
portion of the shield are easily forgiven given the superior 
quality of this piece. Popular for type purposes, Maris 14-J 
is one of the most readily obtainable die marriages among 
New Jersey coppers, and it also features one of the best 
produced obverse dies in this series.

Nicely centered 
and boldly struck on a large, round planchet, plenty of detail 
remains to allow full appreciation of this classic design. 
Light surface scale along the upper right reverse border and 
a few dull marks over and around the horse on the obverse 
are the only blemishes of note. 

The popular Hidden Initials obverse die, Maris 62 reveals the 
well concealed “signature” WM within the sprigs beneath the 
horse. These initials stand for Walter Mould, who operated 
the so-called Morristown Mint in New Jersey during 1787 
and 1788, which facility is credited with producing many 
varieties of New Jersey coppers. Why Mould felt compelled 
to conceal his initials after signing this die is unknown, but 
he apparently did so before using it to strike any coins since 
an example of Maris 62-q without the initials “hidden” has 
yet to come to light. Mould did use another signed die to 
strike at least one coin, the unique Maris 62 1/2-r that was 
first published in 1994. Known since as a “Poor Mans WM 
copper” (per Siboni, Howes and Ish, 2013), Maris 62-q 
remains one of the most desirable varieties in the popular 
and widely collected New Jersey copper series.

Rich 
charcoal-copper patina throughout, the surfaces rare rough 


and granular, yet free of significant marks or other sizeable 
blemishes. The popularity of the Running Fox Guide Book 
variety of the 1788 New Jersey copper is sure to result in 
keen interest in this mid grade survivor, a coin on which the 
all important fox is plainly evident at the lower left reverse 
border.

Rarity-1. BRITANNIA. MS-60 BN (PCGS). Offered is 
a remarkably well preserved example of a conditionally 
challenging Vermont copper variety. The obverse is satiny 
in texture with considerable gloss, and the surface is toned 
in handsome copper-rose and steel-brown. Faint traces of 
original pinkish-orange luster are noted in the protected 
areas around several of the letters in the legend VERMON 
AUCTORI. The details of the portrait are razor sharp 
throughout, while the denticulation is present only from 6 to 
12 o’clock due to the impression being off center slightly to 3 
o’clock. 

The reverse is typically soft for the variety as the die was in 
an advanced state after having been used to strike several 
varieties of Machin’s Mills halfpence (in which series it is 
known as reverse 87C). Even so, there is a nice amount of 
bold detail to the seated figure on the present example, and 
some of the peripheral lettering is also partially discernible. 


The date is absent, as often seen, and the impression is slightly 
off center to 3 o’clock. Pleasingly toned, much like the obverse, 
the overall satin texture displays warm medium brown. 
Neither side reveals any significant marks, although we do 
note numerous small and moderate-size flan flaws around the 
reverse border that are particularly pronounced from 9 to 2 
o’clock. 

With an extant population of more than 1,250 coins (per 
Tony Carlotto), RR-13 vies with RR-16 as the most available 
die marriage among Vermont coppers. In keeping with the 
standards of the series, however, the typical survivor is well 
worn, if not also impaired, and problem free examples in EF 
and higher grades can be difficult to come by This is the only 
Mint State example certified by PCGS, a coin that would do 
justice to the finest early copper type set or specialized variety 
collection.

3080 “1781” (ca. 1820) North American Token. W-13980. AU- 
55 (PCGS). Glossy copper-rose and golden-brown surfaces 
are exceptionally smooth in an example of this conditionally 
challenging type. Boldly defined throughout, as well, it is 
difficult for us to imagine a more attractive and inviting type 
candidate for the North American token. Likely produced 
in Ireland sometime between 1810 and 1820, examples of 
this type found their way to North America, where they saw 
widespread circulation in Canada. All known examples were 
struck from deliberately damaged or worn dies to simulate 
older coins and thereby facilitate the types acceptance in 
commercial channels. This is a remarkably well preserved 
survivor that is fully deserving of the impressive Choice AU 
grade from PCGS.

This 
is an uncommonly boldly defined example, Auctori Plebis 
tokens always offered with more or less soft detail in the 
centers and some of the peripheral devices partially off the 
flan. Glossy copper-brown patina throughout, the surfaces 
generally smooth and highly attractive in the absence of all 
but a few trivial handling marks. Produced in England and 
circulating there starting no later than 1795, the Auctori 
Plebis tokens have been adopted by American collectors 
due to the similarity of the obverse portrait to that used on 
Draped Bust Left Connecticut coppers.

Edge: WE PROMISE TO PAY THE BEARER ONE CENT. 
Proof-64 BN (PCGS). This beautiful example reveal intense 
reflectivity in the fields as the coin dips into a light. Pretty 
rose-apricot and iridescent gray-brown colors blend over 
surfaces that are fully defined with an overall smooth 
appearance to the eye. Imported from England and used 
somewhat in commerce in New York City, though large 
quantities of the issue were purchased by the United States 
Mint and cut down; numerous half cents exist with the TAL 
undertype. An appealing specimen. 

The partnership of Talbot, Allum & Lee, formed in 1794 and 
operated only until 1796, was composed of William Talbot, 
William Allum, and James Lee, who engaged in the India 
trade in lower Manhattan at 241 Pearl Street. Tokens dated 
1794 and 1795, bearing the standing figure of Commerce 
on the obverse and a fully rigged sailing ship on the reverse, 
were struck in Birmingham and imported into America. On 
this side of the Atlantic they were sufficiently plentiful at one 
time that the Philadelphia Mint gathered examples and cut 
planchets for half cents from them, such half cent emissions 
being dated 1795 and 1797. For extensive information see Q.

Impression 
drawn trivially to 6 o’clock on the obverse, 12 o’clock on 
the reverse, although all devices are fully on the flan. An 
attractive and significant condition rarity to represent this 
otherwise plentiful variety of Talbot, Allum & Lee cent.

North West Company Tokens 



3087 1820 North West Company Token. W-9250. Brass. VF-20 
(NGC). Holed for suspension, as issued. Mottled antique 
brass, rose-russet and charcoal patina, the surfaces a bit 
rough overall due to scattered pitting and light scaling. The 
in hand appearance is pleasing for the type, nonetheless, due 
in no small part to the bold definition that this piece retains. 

The North West Company was one of the most significant 
companies involved in the North American fur trade 
during the 18th and 19th centuries. Founded in Montreal 
in 1779, it grew to be the biggest competitor to the Hudson 
Bay Company. This token was issued in 1820, valued at one 
beaver pelt. The following year the company merged with 
and into Hudson Bay Company. The tokens are believed to 
have been struck in Birmingham, England, by John Walker 
& Co for the Canadian and American market. Normally, 
these tokens are found very well worn and often corroded 
from having been unearthed in the region of the Lower 
Columbia River and Umpqua River valleys in Oregon. 

Despite having been holed, NGC has assigned this token a 
numeric grade as it is believed that these pieces were issued 
as such for ease of use. Reportedly only one example is 
known which is not holed, that being the copper specimen 
housed in the collection of the Bank of Canada.

The striking detail is uniformly sharp, 
and there is only trivial wear. Free of sizable blemishes, some 
wispy hairlines are mentioned solely for accuracy. Although 
scarcer than its Large Military Bust counterpart, the Plain 
Edge variant of the Small Military Bust is readily available 
in all but the finest circulated and Mint Sate grades. The vast 
majority of survivors are from the Vlack 1-A die pairing, 
however. Vlack 1 A-A was first reported in New Netherlands 
60th Sale of December 1968, lot 473. The current example 
is the first of the variety that we can recall handling, and 
its offering in this sale represents an important bidding 
opportunity for advanced Washingtoniana collectors.

Restrikes of this 
variety are attributed to William Joseph Taylor, whose coins 
were marketed through London coin dealer W.S. Lincoln.

Both sides exhibit 
rich reddish-copper patina with bold to sharp detail in all 
areas save for those portions of the peripheries where the 
usual planchet striations are seen. A few minor flan flaws 
along the lower reverse border are mentioned solely for 
accuracy as the in hand appearance is smooth and inviting. 
Satiny in texture with appreciable gloss further enhancing 
already strong eye appeal. This is one of the more enigmatic, 
if also more readily obtainable Washington types, its origins 
shrouded in mystery but likely attributable to the Soho Mint 
in Birmingham, England.

Musante GW-17, Baker-16, 
W-10630. Copper. UNITED STATES Edge. MS-65+ 
BN (PCGS). This is an exquisite Gem with satin to 
modestly reflective surfaces and an overall sharp strike. 
Warmly patinated in glossy copper brown, iridescent blue 
undertones are evident at direct viewing angles, as are faint 
traces of original pinkish-apricot color. Like their Large 
Eagle counterparts, the Washington Small Eagle cents were 
produced in England and intended for circulation in the 
United States, as the variant with edge lettered UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA X confirms. While some examples 
did see circulation in the new nation via distribution 
through John and Thomas Ketland in Philadelphia, many 
pieces were retained in England, where they found their 
way into contemporary numismatic cabinets. As with most 
high grade survivors of the Washington Small Eagle cent, 
this piece undoubtedly came from an English collection, 
although we caution bidders that most such examples are of 
the more plentiful Large Eagle type. A lovely coin destined 
for inclusion in a noteworthy collection of early federal era 
coinage or Washingtoniana.

Musante GW-19, Baker-17, 
W-10650. Copper. Lettered Edge. AU-55 (PCGS). Glossy 
medium copper surfaces reveal tinges of lighter reddish- 
brown patina in isolated areas. The strike is off center to 
approximately 3 o’clock on both sides, the left peripheral 
devices somewhat soft, the right borders through the tops of 
the letters in PRESIDENT on the obverse and HALFPENNY 
on the reverse. The remaining devices are suitably bold, 
although the off-centering also affects the date and end of 
the right reverse oak branch. The top of Washingtons head 
is softly struck, as often noted for the type. A few minor 
disturbances along the lower obverse border are noted, 
but otherwise both sides are smooth in hand and free of 
significant blemishes. 

Sharing the same obverse die as the 1791 Washington Large 
Eagle cents, the Liverpool halfpenny is part of a large series 
of tokens that circulated widely in Great Britain in the 
1790s. These provincial pieces came to be known as Conder 
tokens after James Conder, an Ipswich merchant who, in 
1798, published one of the first popular lists of these tokens. 
While many Conder tokens were produced specifically for 
the numismatic market, the Liverpool halfpenny appears 
to have been intended for use in circulation in Britain to 
alleviate the chronic shortage of small change, as almost 
every known specimen is found with some degree of wear. 
That said, the Liverpool halfpenny does not appear to have 
circulated in America and instead, most examples found in 
American collections originated with numismatic imports 
starting in the 1860s. Believed to have been struck at the 
Westwood mint in Birmingham, and possibly as late as 
1793, the obverse die bears a military bust of Washington 
with the date 1791. The Liverpool halfpenny was struck after 
the Large Eagle cents, as all known examples bear die cracks 
and die rust. This is a particularly pleasing example that will 
appeal to the dedicated collector of early Washingtoniana.

Quite smooth on the obverse, the reverse exhibits a shallow 
edge bump at 5 o’clock and a few light scratches at the left 
border. For the type, this is a uncommonly well preserved 
and visually appealing example that is sure to have no 
difficulty finding its way into an advanced collection. 

The enigmatic Washington President and Washington Born 
Virginia coppers are closely related in obverse portrait style 
to the Large and Small Eagle cents of 1791. As such, the 
dies for these types may also have been engraved by John 
Gregory Hancock. These coppers were likely struck by 
Obediah Westwood of Birmingham, England. Seemingly 
produced in limited numbers, all types and varieties 
in this series are scarce to rare in numismatic circles, 
confirming the significance of this offering for the advanced 
Washingtoniana specialist.

The impression is trivially off center 
to 3 o’clock, although both sides exhibit bold to sharp 
definition for most design elements. Softness of strike is 
minor and confined to a few features in the centers. Minor 
reverse mark below the E in ONE, a few other well scattered 
blemishes being too small to warrant individual attention. 
Newman 3-D is often selected to represent the Club Rays 
type in early American collections, and this is an original 
and appealing example at the VF grade level.

Important Ephraim Brasher Regulated 1735-R Louis d’Or 

Ex Edward Roehrs Collection 



3102 (ca. 1784) Ephraim Brasher Regulated French 1735-R Louis 
d’Or ($4.52). Orleans Mint. 123.9 grains. Fine Details— 
Plugged (PCGS). Plugged at Center, Countermarked EB. 

An extremely rare Louis d’Or countermarked by Ephraim 
Brasher of the legendary Brasher Doubloon. Brasher 
worked as a gold and silversmith in New York following 
the evacuation of the British Army on November 25, 
1783. A good friend and neighbor of then-General George 
Washington, he quickly gained the confidence of regional 
merchants and became perhaps the most prolific regulator of 
the era. His unmistakable EB touch mark is now associated 
with an exclusive and mythical realm of numismatics, and 
the present piece is among the most elusive representatives 
bearing the Brasher mark. 

The coveted EB counterstamp is nicely centered over King 
Louis XV’s portrait, rendered on top of Brasher’s own 
regulating plug. The surfaces are bright and glossy in most 
areas from time spent cherished as jewelry, with a hole 
apparent at 12 o’clock that has been plugged and re-engraved. 
Similarly, the central, regulating plug has also been re- 
engraved on the reverse. Though the plug at the rim was 
added long after Brasher made his adjustment, this specimen’s 
current weight of 123.9 grains is still masterfully aligned to 
the 5 dwt, 4 grains (124 grains) standard that Brasher would 
have been regulating to. 

This standard was established by the Bank of New York in 
May of 1784, which dictated that “French Guinea(s)”, or Louis 
d’Ors, would be received and paid out at a weight of 5 dwt, 4 
grains with a value of $4.52, not the $4 2/3 as stated on the 


current PCGS label. This valuation would continue to be the 
accepted rate up through the establishment of the U.S. Mint, 
with the Congressional Act of February 9, 1793, calling for 
“the gold coins of France, Spain and the dominions of Spain [to 
be valued] at the rate of one hundred cents for every twenty- 
seven grains and two-fifths of a grain.” When calculated out, 
we see that this is virtually the same standard established by 
the Bank of New York a decade earlier. The U.S. Mint would 
not strike its own gold coinage for circulation until 1795 and 
the acceptance of foreign gold coins like the Louis d’Or was a 
crucial element of the growth in the early American economy. 
Regulators like Brasher were essential in the maintenance of 
this haphazard monetary system, and the present piece is a 
hugely significant relic of this foundational era. 

Brasher marks on French coinage are extremely rare, 
with only a few examples known to exist. Specialist Ralph 
Gordon makes mention of just one known French Louis 
d’Or with the Brasher stamp in his 1987 reference West 
Indies Countermarked Gold Coins, which could likely be 
an allusion to this very piece. When offered in Kagin’s ANA 
Auction of August 1983, this specimen was catalogued as 
“possibly unique” and “the only French coin countermarked 
by...Brasher known to numismatists today.” It was more 
recently featured as part of the incredible Edward Roehrs 
Collection in August 2010 and was, remarkably, the only 
French counterstamped piece therein.

This is a sharply defined, lustrous 4 Escudos with 
subtle reddish-rose highlights on deep gold surfaces. Minor 
handling marks are inconsequential, as is a shallow planchet 
void at the lower right corner of the reverse arms. Examples 
of this type, along with Spanish-American coins, Dutch 
Lion dollars and other pieces, played an important role in 
international commerce during the American colonial era. 
They were eagerly sought in the coinage-starved colonies 
and continued to circulate well into the 19th century after 
independence was achieved.

The premier issue in the Draped Bust half cent series, the 
mintage of the 1800 is usually given as 202,908 pieces.

The first surfaced in New England prior 
to 1910, while the second came out of Boston during the 
1930s. The typical Uncirculated example from these finds 
is Brown, although the occasional Red and Brown coin is 
available to the persistent buyer.

Closer inspection reveals a somewhat glossy texture with 
microscopic pitting to both sides and numerous faint 
scratches over Liberty’s portrait. Uniformly bold definition 
remains to all devices and allows ready appreciation of the 
design. According to Ronald P. Manley (The Half Cent Die 
State Book: 1793-1857 , 1998), Cohen-4 is the first variety 
struck for the 1804 half cent. Survivors are scarce in all 
grades with the finest known a Choice Mint State coin that 
appeared in our (Stack’s) December 1997 sale, lot 2001.

The obverse of this privately 
produced and issued “restrike” is actually the obverse that 
the Mint originally used to strike 1803-dated Draped Bust 
cents of the Sheldon-261 variety, now badly rusted with the 
date crudely altered from 1803 to 1804 by parties outside 
the Mint. The digit 1 is now recut along its right upright, 
the 8 is also recut and of a different style, and the new 0 
is narrower in shape with a thinner top and base. A loupe 
reveals remnants of the original digit 3 both at the base of 
the 4 and at the upper right corner of that digit.

This is a beautiful and exceptionally well preserved example 
of this single die marriage date in the Draped Bust cent 
series. The impression is generally well centered on both 
sides, scant denticulation along the left obverse border and 
some softness of detail around the reverse periphery easily 
forgiven. The obverse design elements are sharply defined, 
most of Liberty’s hair curls full. The reverse is a bit softer 
overall, although the wreath is suitably bold for the type. 
Satiny in texture with handsome rose-brown patina, a tiny 
pit that is well concealed within the hair curls near the 
top of Liberty’s head is the only mentionable blemish. The 
mintage for cents during calendar year 1806 is reported as 
348,000 pieces, 341,000 delivered during the first quarter 
and an additional 7,000 in early April. No more examples 
were struck that year due to the fact that the cent press 
suffered an accident that disabled the screw, which could 
not be repaired before the end of the year. Numismatic 
scholars believe that many of the cents struck in 1806 were 
actually from 1805- and, perhaps, 1804- and/or 1803-dated 
dies. With only a single die marriage known, this issue has 
long been considered a key date within the Draped Bust cent 
series. A number of high grade examples have survived, the 
present coin among them. A find for the advanced early 
copper date or variety collector that is sure to see spirited 
bidding at auction. Noyes Die State B.

There are few significant marks on either 
side. The reverse is well centered on the planchet, but the 
obverse is off center to 11 o’clock with no denticulation from 
7 to 12 o’clock. A later die state with a prominent obverse 
break from the border through the letter R in LIBERTY that 
has obliterated the adjacent letters TY. Of the six known die 
marriages of the 1807 issue, S-272 is by far the rarest, and 
it corresponds to the 18076/ Small 7, Blunt 1 Guide Book 
variety.

Even so, the stars on the obverse display full centrils and 
the devices remain overall bold. The strong eye appeal of 
this piece is sure to allure both type collectors and copper 
specialist alike! 

Two different die pairings were used to coin the 1814 
issue of Classic Head cents, with one obverse utilizing a 
Crosslet 4 while the other, Sheldon-295, featuring a Plain 
4. Though both are plentiful in appreciable condition, the 
Plain 4 variety is the scarcer of the two and is slightly more 
elusive approaching Mint State.

This Choice 1817 N-3 cent is glossy deep steel and dark 
brown in color, with faint overtones of pale greenish-blue 
over much of the surface. It is highly lustrous and nicely 
struck from dies that are in an early state, but not prior to 
their clashing. Artifacts of the clashing can be seen at the 
letters RTY in LIBERTY, and beneath the hair bun on the 
obverse, as well as at the letter N in CENT on the reverse. 
The clash marks slightly distort the diagonal of the N. The 
eye appeal is even better than the grade suggests, but a thin 
scratch is noted near the border outside stars 5 to 7. The 
denticles are nicely defined, and about as sharp as ever seen 
on this die pairing, as they soften and fade with use. A note 
in the Noyes reference comments on a die crack through the 
base of the digits 817 in the date reported by John Wright, 
but not observed by Noyes. However, it is clearly present on 
this coin and actually connects all four digits. It is not visible 
in the Noyes reference photograph of this coin, but it can 
be found with good light and low magnification. While not 
included in the top six in Noyes’ Condition Census for the 
variety, it is ranked as the fifth finest known among the early 
die state coins.

The strike 
is razor sharp over all devices except for stars 10 to 13 on 
the obverse, the denticulation in that area a bit thinner than 
elsewhere due to a slightly off center impression.

Unique 1842 Twelve Stars Large Cent 

Newly Discovered 




3183 1842 12 Stars Large Cent. Rarity-9 (Unique). Very Fine. 
9.04 grams, 29.5mm. A newly discovered and totally unique 
addition to the canon of struck contemporary counterfeit 
large cents, joining the 1818 “14 Stars” or “Continuous 
Wreath” and 1848 “Small Date” large cents, which have been 
known and collected as far back as the late mid nineteenth 
century. Lesser known is the 1846 struck contemporary 
counterfeit, which at quick glance looks very much like a 
normal large cent of the year. Both obverse and reverse dies 
of this 1842 show very crude die work, as they appear to be 
engraved freehand. Miss Liberty is a caricature of the much 
more finely styled work of Christian Gobrecht that appears 
on US Mint large cents of the era. Her face is a mere outline, 
her lips appearing severely puckered; LIBERTY is outsized on 
the hair ribbon as compared to the amorphous, undulating 
forms that represent her hair, and the lower tresses of hair and 
truncation of the bust have morphed into what appears to be 
some messy drapery. The 1842 date is clear, though the lower 
part of the 2 is a bit weak, and only 12 of the requisite 13 stars 
are represented, seemingly formed from an almost circular, 5 
lobed punch that varies a bit from star to star. We have chosen 
to name this the “12 Stars” large cent, following the naming 
tradition of the 1818 “14 Stars” large cent, which has one too 
many rather than one too few stars! On the reverse, the leaves 
in the wreath show the similarly very crude engraving of the 


obverse motif, while the legends are quite fragmentary, with 
only the D of UNITED and ..M...RIC of AMERICA visible, 
while ONE CENT is mostly present. The die surfaces on both 
sides are quite wavy and sunken in places, especially at the 
reverse periphery, where die failure and mounding/advanced 
wear has decimated the legends; a die crack connects the 
rim to the 12th star to the bust on the obverse. Clearly the 
die metal was of poor-quality, resulting in premature and 
advanced die failure. A somewhat uneven solid border is 
engraved in place of denticles, though the dies edge seems 
to be beyond this engraved border. The coin itself is quite 
pleasant, its dark brown, subtly granular surfaces are worn to 
a pleasing light tan at the highpoints, with no marks or post¬ 
production troubles to note. Large cents and their variants 
have been actively and enthusiastically collected since the mid 
nineteenth century, and only 3 examples of the 1818 “14 Stars” 
large cent and about a dozen of the 1848”Small Date” have 
come to lightly in over 150 years of numismatic searching. 
Though impossible to say for sure, it seems plausible that the 
1842 “12 Stars “will remain unique or at least extremely rare 
into the near future. The 1818 has sold for over $10,000, while 
the 1848 brings solid mid four figure realizations. We are 
anxious to see what price record this fascinating coin sets on 
auction day!

The Mints theft 
investigation is well documented, and an altered 1875 Indian 
cent die was part of the “sting.” Rick Snow features it in his 
new (2014) two-volume study of the series. It is also listed in 
A Guide Book of United States Coins (as 1875, Dot Reverse), he 
example offered here is one of the very finest known. In Dave 
Bowers 1996 book A Buyers and Enthusiasts Guide to Flying 
Eagle and Indian Cents , this study by R.W. Julian is included: 

“Mystery cents of 1875: Where are they? What was the clue?: 
The following narrative is edited and condensed from ‘The 
Case of the Disappearing Cent,’ in the Numismatic Scrapbook 
Magazine, May 1972, by R. W. Julian: 

In the summer of 1875 an aged employee of the Philadelphia 
Mint was suspected of helping himself to some of the products 
manufactured there. He confined his activities to that lowly coin, 
the cent, but the matter was serious and could not be ignored. 
His fellow workers informed the foreman of their suspicions 
and he in turn repeated the information to the coiner. Instead 
of proceeding further, let us have the coiner tell the story in his 
own words: 

Mint of the United States Coiners Department Philadelphia 
August 24, 1875 The Honorable James Pollock, Sup’t. Sir: 
Having reported to you my suspicions as to the honesty of X 
[GEORGE MITCHELL, as Bob Julian advised QDB in July 
2008] employed in the coining room of this department and 
having received from you before your departure into the country 
authority to suspend him in case my suspicions were confirmed 
or strengthened I have the honor to submit the following facts in 
relation to the further development of the case. On the morning 
after our conference I was satisfied from the evidence presented 
to me thatX had taken some of the one cent coins and had them 
on his person. But being anxious to fix his guilt clearly beyond 
any cavil or doubt, I instructed him not to use more than 
one coining press so that X’s actions could be the more closely 
watched and that he should report to me any suspicious actions 
on X’s part. About 11 a.m. Mr. Downing reported that X had 
been acting in a suspicious manner and that in his judgment he 
had some of the marked coin on his person. In your absence I 
sent for Mr. Hickox, acting superintendent, and informed him 
of all the facts, and requested him to remain with me whilst I 


sent for and examined Mr. X, which he did. I sent for X, and 
after closing the door to prevent our being disturbed I told him 
that some of the employees suspected him of taking coin out of 
the coining room. He was little agitated, but laughingly told me 
that it was a great mistake. I then asked him whether he had 
any coin on his person and he said he had some, which had 
been given him by his son. I told him that any coin given him 
by his son could be designated as the coin of today had been 
struck upon a marked die. At this he immediately became very 
distressed and wanted a private interview. I went with him into 
the vault connected with my room and he in there confessed that 
he had recently taken a few cents and begged me to overlook the 
offense. I told him how much distressed I was to see that an 
old man of his long connection with the Mint detected at such 
an offense. I sincerely sympathized with his family and himself, 
but I could not overlook an offense which was known to several 
of the employees as well as to you, the superintendent. I then 
took him back to the presence of Mr. Hickox, where he again 
confessed his fault. I then exhibited to Mr. Hickox two (2) pieces 
from the marked dies given to me by Mr. Downing and asked 
X to take out of his pocket the coin he had pilfered. After some 
trouble he was made to empty his pockets and we found upon 
him thirty-three (33) cents marked in a similar manner to the 
ones previously in my possession. These pieces were sealed up 
in our own presence together with the proper endorsement. Mr. 
Downing was requested to put up another lot from the same 
press in an envelope and seal the same which he did. These 
packages are now in my vault and subject to your examination. 
I immediately suspended him. Mr. X tendered his resignation 
for such action as you may see fit. Mr. X has been connected 
with this institution almost continuously for over 50 years. He 
is now a very old man, being upwards of 76 years of age. Of late 
he has manifested in many ways the weakness of his mind and 
I think it charitable to say that his grave fault can be attributed 
to mental decay and weakness more than any other cause. The 
feeblemindedness has manifested itself in a marked manner 
since his recent detection and peculations. At one moment 
he appears in the very depths of despair and humiliation 
demeaning himself for the crime. With the very next he speaks 
of himself as the poor victim of uncharitable people. I felt it in 
my duty to present the whole facts for such action as you may 
deem proper. I will add that from present appearances I do not 
think X will long survive this terrible blow. His mental suffering 
I will not attempt to describe. One cannot witness it unmoved. I 
am, very respectfully (signed) A. Loudon Snowden, Coiner.”

Anticipated production of 1822 dimes did not materialize at 
the Mint, so there were leftover obverse dies at the end of 
that year. Two obverse dies were overdated and used to strike 
the 1823/2 dimes, while a third was overdated to 1824/2 and 
used to strike the two varieties of 1824/2 dimes (using two 
different reverse dies). Although no dimes were released by 
the Mint in 1824, it is generally believed that approximately 
100,000 dimes of this date were struck and included with the 
510,000-piece mintage recorded for calendar year 1825. 

Recognition of the JR-2 variety requires examining the 
reverse, as both the JR-1 and JR-2 attributions share the 
same obverse die. The key diagnostic of the reverse is the 
shape of the 1 in the denomination; on the more plentiful 
JR-1 variety the old style “flat topped 1” is used, while for 
JR-2 the 1 has a diagonal serif with a strong slope at the 
top. This diagnostic is normally present even on coins with 
considerable wear from circulation.

The Sutton Court Collection of Early Half Dollar Varieties 


Well over three decades ago I became completely capti¬ 
vated by the early half dollars of the United States. I was 
fascinated by the simple yet elegant designs, the history 
and importance of this large silver denomination, and 
the wide range of varieties and types produced each year. 
What started out as a type collection of early half dollars 
grew to a date set, and then elicited a full blown desire to 
obtain each variety, by Overton number, in the magnifi¬ 
cent Draped Bust, Heraldic Eagle series. 

I started by seeking choice, high grade examples of each 
date, then each major variety. This, of course, led to the 
minor varieties, and ultimately to progressive die states 
where I could find them. Collecting in the late 1970s 
through the early 1980s was vastly different from col¬ 
lecting today. It required personal visits to coins shops, 
participation in major auctions, scouring the bourse 
floor at coin shows, reading dealer ads in the press, and 
networking with fellow collectors. There was lots of leg 
work and no online resources. And there were no slabs 
— you actually had to know how to authenticate and 
grade on your own. Using all the resources available at 
the time, I assembled a fantastic collection that achieved 
the goals that I had set. The collection includes a lot of 
great type coins, some very famous coins with famous 


name pedigrees, many plate coins, and quite a few Con¬ 
dition Census items. All major types of each year are 
well represented and many minor varieties are here as 
well. Various die states, including some that were previ¬ 
ously unknown, are included adding interest to the col¬ 
lection. This is one of my favorite aspects: the massive 
die cuds and huge die cracks found on some of the coins, 
made by dies that should have been taken out of service 
thousands of strikes previously. However, in these early 
days, the Mint could not afford to do so. 

It is easy to see that this collection was a labor of love, 
fueled by a passion that is incomprehensible to non col¬ 
lectors. Letting go, on the other hand, was one of the 
most difficult decisions that I have had to make (next to 
allowing my coins to be put into slabs). Yet I feel that it 
is time to share my longtime friends with my fellow col¬ 
lectors, knowing these numismatists will cherish these 
special coins as much as I have. Anyone who loves early 
halves as I do will certainly find many coins here to fill 
holes in a collection or to upgrade pieces already owned.

This gorgeous Mint State specimen delivers a technical and 
aesthetic superiority that well exceeds the assigned grade. 
Each side glows with a frosty pearlescence, dusted in shades 
of apricot and gold. Satiny luster cartwheels across the fields 
at a tilt, showcasing remarkably pristine surfaces. The reverse 
is thinly veiled behind a weave of shallow adjustment marks 
most dense at the lower left border. The central elements 
remain nicely bold despite these adjustments, with select 
regions of peripheral softness to be noted. Characteristic 
die cracks and evidence of clashing on the obverse are now 
dramatic in this later state, and the letters of UNITED are 
clearly visible behind LIBERTY. Even the best image and 
most thorough description cannot convey how delightful this 
piece is to view in person. 

The 1795 half dollar is a perpetually sought-after issue by 
both type collectors and specialists. As a representative of the 
Flowing Hair type, it provides a more available alternative to 
the elusive first-year issue of 1794, while providing half dollar 
specialists with 31 known die marriages to pursue. Of the 
approximately 317,844 1795 Flowing Hair half dollars struck, 
perhaps as few as 50 remain in Mint State. When considering 
examples of the 0-116 variety, this Mint State population is 


dwindled down to just about 6 pieces. 

The unchallenged finest known 0-116 is the MS-63+ 
(PCGS) Kaselitz specimen, behind which ranks a handful of 
examples tied at the MS-62 level including the present piece 
and the Eliasberg specimen. The current example from the 
Sutton Court Collection is a newcomer to the Condition 
Census, having been off the radar of numismatists since its 
acquisition from Stacks in September 1986. A beautiful and 
important piece for half dollar specialists and PCGS Registry 
Set participants. 

Remarks from the Consignor: I am drawn to this coin by its 
outstanding originality and exceptional preservation that 
has endured over the past two centuries. Additionally, the 
adjustment marks on the reverse are incredibly charming and 
allude to the inspiring narrative of the fledgling U.S. Mint. 
There are higher numerically graded 1795 halves out there, 
but only a very select few that can offer the superior eye 
appeal of this piece.

An impressive example of this rare Small Head 
variety that will prove irresistible to half dollar specialists. The 
strike is above average for this die marriage despite the usual 
softness at center, exhibiting sharp details to Liberty’s profile 
and a healthy trace of feathers on the eagles breast. A delicate 
champagne iridescence sparkles across the silvery surfaces of 
each side. Though lightly cleaned long ago, the complexion 
has nicely recovered and the eye appeal is pleasant. A 
thatching of adjustment marks is present across much of the 
obverse, remaining most apparent at the lower border and at 
Liberty’s temple. A thin planchet fissure gives the impression 
of a scar across Liberty’s cheek and will allow for convenient 
identification of this piece through future cabinets. 

Three distinct die marriages comprise the 1795 Small Head 
subtype that features a smaller bust of Liberty; O-126(a), 
O-127(a), and 0-128. The present piece is the second finest 
known of the 0-126a variety, behind only the MS-62 (PCGS) 
Lord St. Oswald-Pogue specimen. A handful of AU-55 
examples are known, including the Queller specimen (AU-55 
Details AN ACS), and the roster then quickly falls to VF and 
more heavily worn examples. It is the only AU example listed 
in the NGC Census for the 0-126a variety and there are none 
finer. 

The exceptional preservation of this piece is matched by 
a provenance extending back to at least 1929, when it was 
employed as the plate coin for the 1795 obverse 15 in Martin 
L. Beistle’s A Register of Half Dollar Die Varieties. Many of 
the plate coins in this reference, including this example, were 
borrowed from a friend of the author, Colonel E.H.R. Green, 
whose collection allowed Beistle to “make [his] work more 


complete than otherwise.” Upon Green’s death, the coin was 
purchased along with the rest of his estate by Burdette G. 
Johnson in a partnership with Eric P. Newman. Johnson then 
sold it to famed collector F.C.C. Boyd in August of 1942 for 
$40 with a grade of “Unc.” It next was offered in Numismatic 
Gallery’s sale of Boyd’s collection, the World’s Greatest 
Collection, Part III, in April 1945 with a grade of Very Fine. 
Almost twenty years later, in the New Netherlands sale of 
December 1963 it appeared again, though this time cataloged 
as “About Uncirculated” and “apparently the finest known 
specimen for this very rare type!” It was purchased privately 
from Stack’s by the present consignor nearly 35 years ago, and 
it may be another generation before specialists will have an 
opportunity to acquire this rare and historic specimen. 

Remarks from the Consignor: This piece represents a fantastic 
combination of exceptional preservation and exceptional 
provenance. As a separate subtype of the Flowing Hair design, 
this example shows details that virtually all Small Heads are 
lacking. It is astounding to think of all of the famous hands 
that have admired it, and I am very proud to have added my 
name to its venerable provenance.

This is a 
delightful Choice VF example with a dusting of golden-tan 
over pearlescent silver surfaces. Slightly soft at the upper 
obverse border though still boldly defined elsewhere. A 
few unremarkable marks are visible with a glass but the 
complexion remains smooth to the naked eye. The reverse 
exhibits considerable rust defects (as-made) through the left 
peripheries that suggest this die was possibly made several 
years earlier. 

The 1801 half dollar is significant as the first half dollar struck 
since 1797 and also the first issue to depict the Heraldic Eagle 
motif on the reverse. It ushers in a new century of United 
States coinage and is one of the key dates of the early half 
dollar series. The 0-101 variety was the second of two die 


marriages used for the issue, matching a new reverse with the 
obverse used to strike the 0-102. This example delivers strong 
eye appeal and technical quality that will appeal to both type 
collectors and specialists. 

Remarks from the Consignor: I love this coin for the subtle 
patina and considerable detail remaining to the surfaces. All 
1801 half dollars are scarce, but truly attractive specimens are 
very rare regardless of grade. This is wonderful coin that will 
fit proudly in any specialized set of early half dollars.

3391 1801 0-102, T-l. Rarity-4+. AU-58+ (NGC). A truly 

exceptional example of this scarce die marriage with splashes 
of turquoise and golden iridescence against pearlescent 
surfaces. Satiny mint luster glistens across each side, remaining 
particularly comprehensive on the reverse. The strike is nicely 
centered and overall sharp, with just traces of softness at the 
lower right obverse as is typical for this marriage. Liberty’s 
hair is intricate and the shield stripes are nicely defined. Small 
scattered ticks are visible with a glass but disappear to the 
naked eye, delivering a delightful complexion that certainly 
approaches Mint State. 

The Overton 102 variety is the scarcer of the two die marriages 
employed to strike half dollars in 1801, each pairing a shared 
obverse die with a distinct reverse. The 0-102 variety is readily 
identifiable by 12 arrows in the eagles claw and the joining of 
the first A in AMERICA to the adjacent feathers. This reverse 
die was also used again to strike coins the following year. 

The present example is a significant offering for specialists, 
ranking second in the Condition Census for the 0-102 
variety behind the MS-64 (NGC) Green-Newman specimen. 
The balance of the Census comprises a handful of AU and 
Choice AU examples, though nothing quite approaching this 
near-Mint piece. The legendary and comprehensive Queller 


Family Collection of U.S. Half Dollars (Stacks 2002) failed 
to include an example of this rare variety, stressing the truly 
elusive nature of this pairing. This piece also maintains a 
Condition Census ranking for the overall 1801 issue, and is 
certified just slightly finer than the AU-58 (PCGS) Eliasberg- 
Pogue example (0-101). Last offered in our (Bowers and 
Merenas) Frontenac Sale of November 1991 nearly three 
decades ago, the present specimen is an aesthetic delight and 
a treat for both specialists and type collectors. One of many 
such treats in the Sutton Court Collection. 

Remarks from the Consignor: As scarce as 1801 half dollars 
are, I dare say that collectors have not come to appreciate the 
rarity of the 0-102 variety. The reverse die used for this coin 
was also used to strike the entire output of 1802 half dollars. 
It could not have survived this long if it had struck many half 
dollars in 1801, and from this we can assume the 1801 0-102 
variety had just a small mintage at the end of the year. I have 
searched long and hard for a high grade 0-102 and this is 
certainly among the best survivors of this issue.

A 
planchet flaw remains well hidden behind the central stars 
above the eagles head and is as-made. Scattered marks are 
commensurate with the grade though none of which are 
individually distracting. A small crack descends from above 
the first S in STATES equivalent to Tompkins Die Stage 
3, which Tompkins calls “scarce.” A beautiful and scarce 
example.

Deep olive and 
turquoise hues paint the protected regions of this handsome 
specimen from the second year of the Heraldic Eagle type. 
The surfaces are remarkably composed under a glass and 
smooth to the naked eye. Gentle circulation has just lightly 
worn the high points, with Liberty’s hair retains and the 
eagles feathers both intricately preserved. 

Just one pair of dies was employed to strike the entire 1802 
issue, recycling the reverse die from the 1801 0-102 variety. 
With 29,890 coins struck, this issue has the lowest mintage 
of the Draped Bust, Heraldic Eagle type and is a key date 
along with the 1801. The Condition Census is topped by two 
Mint State examples, including the MS-62 (PCGS) Pogue 
specimen, followed by a half dozen pieces down through 
the lower AU grades. A pleasing EF example like the current 
piece still falls comfortably within the top 25 or so specimens 
and is a significant find for half dollar collectors.

AU-50 (NGC). Bountiful swaths of satiny luster remain 
in most areas across this lovely AU specimen. Touches of 
golden-olive and bronze iridescence accent the overall 
pearlescent silver complexion. A razor-thin mark in the 
field before Liberty’s face is visible upon inspection, but the 
surfaces are left otherwise without marks or distractions. 
The usual softness is seen at the junction of the shield and 
the eagle’s right wing, and the balance of design elements 
remain pleasantly bold. A light crack skirts across the tops of 
LIBERTY and the characteristic lathe lines within the shield 
are clearly discernible on the reverse. Strong eye appeal is 
matched by superior technically quality throughout this 
piece that certainly transcends the assigned grade. 

The production of half dollars jumped dramatically for the 
1803 issue, rising to 188,234 from less than 30,000 the year 
prior. The vast majority of these were struck in 1804, as there 
were no 1804-dated half dollars issued for circulation. This 
high mintage makes the 1803 issue one of the most popular 
for type collectors, and attractive, well preserved specimens 
like the present are always in high demand.

Well struck with uniform 
boldness and strong definition to Liberty’s hair and profile 
features. The reverse die has been lapped and is now missing 
much of the lathe lines and the lumps around the eagle’s 
right claw that is visible in on the specimen in the previous 
lot. An attractive and scarce specimen suitable for both 
specialists and type collectors.

The 
strike is largely uniform and the devices remain well defined 
for the grade, complemented by overall smooth fields. 
This is the second of three uses of this obverse die and the 
subsequent wear is evident. Traces of clashing can be seen 
at Liberty’s ear in addition to the damage at her shoulder 
and the rim crumbling below the date. The reverse die is 
also heavily worn, showing thin cracks around much of the 
legend as well as dramatic clashing of LIBERTY at the lower 
border. This is an attractive and fascinating specimen that 
should draw serious attention.

In contrast, the reverse die is 
essentially perfect. The devices remain nicely defined and 
the surfaces are without any notable blemishes. Handsomely 
preserved and choice in every respect.

throughout. Suggestions of original mint luster loom in 
the protected areas, contributing to a thoroughly pleasant 
complexion. The strike is uniform and bold, with good 
detail remaining to Liberty’s profile and the eagle’s wing 
feathers. Inspection with a glass fails to reveal even a single 
noteworthy blemish and the surfaces are overall smooth in¬ 
hand. The cracks at T of LIBERTY and the first S of STATES 
are well formed, though the heavy clashing at the date is not 
yet present as is seen in the latest states of this marriage. 

The Overton 104 variety is the only pairing for the year 
to utilize the Small 3 punch in the date, identifiable by 
the absence of an upper serif. Though a handful of Mint 
State examples are known, including the Pogue (MS-64 
PCGS) and Queller-Gardner (MS-62 PCGS) specimens, 
the Condition Census is largely a roster of AU examples. 
It becomes problematic to locate an attractive example at 
the EF level without significant problems like cleaning or 
damage, making the present piece from Stack’s Autumn sale 
of 1986 a true find.

(NGC). A desirable example of this popular overdate from 
the legendary Garrett Collection. Tliough lightly cleaned 
long ago, it now displays a lovely champagne iridescence 
with saturations of bronze and sapphire surrounding the 
devices on each side. The complexion is free from distracting 
brightness or hairlines and remains attractive in-hand. Well 
struck for this die marriage, with the obverse stars and the 
tops of the date boldly pronounced. The crack across RI of 
AMERICA is just barely perceptible in this early die state, 
though it later evolves to a thick break and eventually a large 
cud. 

The 1805 0-101 variety recycles an unused 1804-dated 
die, giving life to the otherwise non-existent 1804 issue. 
Interestingly, researcher Steve Tompkins notes that the 
ANS now has possession of this obverse die. A pair of Gem 
MS-65 examples from the Eliasberg (PCGS) and Newman 
(NGC) collections rank as finest known, though a sharp AU 
example like the present piece qualifies for the lower end of 
the Condition Census. 


Called “a beautiful example” in Bowers and Ruddy’s November 
1979 offering of the Garrett Collection, this piece was shortly 
thereafter purchased from Stacks in a private transaction and 
placed into the Sutton Court cabinet, where it has resided for 
nearly 40 years. This impressive provenance is complemented 
by pleasing eye appeal that will surely draw specialists and 
type collectors alike. 

Remarks from the Consignor: Very few 1805/4 examples were 
saved at the time of issue as high grade coins are exceptionally 
difficult to find. I came upon the Garrett specimen at Stacks 
in New York City shortly after the auction conducted by 
Bowers and Ruddy At the time, it was the finest example on 
the market, showing the most detail of any of the coins I had 
seen previously. A very exciting find, with a pedigree that is a 
good as you can get.

This original 
example is blanketed in a wonderful patina of gold and 
lavender-grey hues. The surfaces are smooth beneath a glass 
and free from noteworthy abrasions. This is the second and 
final use of this obverse die following its employment in the 
0-101 marriage, as demonstrated by the Garrett specimen in 
the previous lot. A thin crack now meanders up through the 
tip of Liberty’s bust, across the lower drapery and meets the 
crack at star 2. The reverse show similar fatigue, with faint 


cracks along the tops of TES and AME. Subtle traces of mint 
luster remain in the protected regions, contributing to overall 
superior eye appeal. It is tied with just 5 other coins at the EF- 
40 level at NGC, including the Jules Reiver specimen.

Subtle 
bands of colorful iridescence accent the borders of this 
otherwise brilliant and silvery Rarity-5+ example. A pair of 
old marks in the right obverse field and another at Liberty’s 
ribbon ends become apparent under scrutiny, but the 
complexion is otherwise without distractions and smooth. 
Cracks fully bisect the obverse from above the Y in LIBERTY 
to the rim around stars 1 and 2 in a state equivalent to 
Tompkins Die Stage 3. The triangular cracks around the first 
two stars is have not yet raised into a cud, and the stars therein 
remain boldly defined. 

The 0-103a variety represents an intermediate state between 
the unshattered dies (0-103) and the even rarer terminal 
state (O-103b). Seldom do examples of either the O-103a or 


0-103b come to market. It is exponentially more infrequent 
that the two are offered in consecutive lots as is the case with 
the Sutton Court Collection. 

Remarks from the Collector: When I started collecting this 
series, I thought there was just one 1805/4 obverse die! 
However, I soon encountered this second obverse die, with its 
spectacular date and intriguing die cracks, and it immediately 
became my favorite variety. These are truly rare coins, lacking 
details due to the badly deteriorating dies, and they are never 
found in high grade.

The obverse is in a late state for this variety but is 
not yet showing the dramatic cuds of O-l04a, as seen in the 


following lot. Cracks encircle the entire obverse, with similar 
cracks throughout most of the reverse legend. A charming 
piece available for the first time since 1986.

3403 1805 O-104a, T-10. Rarity-6+. AU-53 (NGC). A spectacular 
treat for specialists offering both rarity and exceptional 
preservation. The complexion displays a delicate golden 
iridescence, with a region of deeper patina noted over the 
eagles right wing. Blooms of satiny mint luster remain in the 
protected regions and complement the overall unabraded 
surfaces. Considerable die fatigue is now evident across 
each side, with a network of cracks connecting most of the 
peripheral legends. The dramatic cud consuming stars 9 
through 12 is now virtually terminal, exhibiting a late state 
of Tompkins Die Stage 4. A mild weakness to the central 
elements is expected at this level of die wear, but the devices 
remain otherwise uniform and bold. 


This magnificent piece is the finest survivor from this late 
die state by a significant margin, followed up by handful of 
examples in Fine and VF condition, some with problems. 
Just about a dozen examples are known, and it is noteworthy 
that the famed Queller Family Collection failed to include 
an example of this Rarity-6+ variety. The present piece was 
last offered in Bowers and Merenas sale of June 1985 and has 
managed to evade the Condition Census over the past 30 
years.

Marbled olive, 
gold, and steel blue hues paint each side of this remarkable 
rarity. The surfaces are evenly worn and pleasantly glossy, 
with just the most trivial marks apparent under a glass. 
Strong pronouncement remains to the devices, which are 
uniformly bold and nicely defined at this grade level. The 
reverse die is failing in a rather dramatic fashion, exhibiting 
fatigue equivalent to Tompkins Die Stage 4. A full cud now 
spans from the right of A in STATES to just past the E, 
and cracks at the first few letters foreshadow another cud 
that eventually combines with this one. The tops of ITE in 
UNITED are joined by a thick break, with a thinner crack 
passing through N into the arrowheads and shield. An 
incredibly charming and problem free representative of this 
Rarity-6 variety. 

This die marriage is considered rare both with or without 
the breaks at the top of ITE, and no examples are known 
above EF condition. The Condition Census for the O-l05a 
variety is topped by a pair of EF examples, followed by a 
few VF specimens, most with problems. The Jules Reiver 
examples is a wholesome Fine-15 (NGC), followed by the 
present piece, which ranks comfortably within the top 10 
known specimens.

A flaw in the planchet is well hidden in the hair 
above Liberty’s ear, though any blemishes from circulation 
are unremarkable. The devices are very well struck and sharp 
for the assigned grade. A very fine die crack spans from the 
right wing tip across the tops of AME of AMERICA. The 
row of I-shaped indentations above the left shield point 
is visible on many examples from these dies, though their 
origin remains a mystery to researchers. Called EF when 
purchased from Kagin’s in 1984 and still Choice in every 
respect.

The strike is weak at the lower 
obverse and upper reverse, though remains nicely executed 
elsewhere with Liberty’s profile impressively sharp. Raised 
ridges at the lower obverse rim are byproducts of the edge 
lettering and should not be confused for damage. A large 
crack now descends from the rim through N of UNITED, 
crossing the arrows and into the lower shield stripes. There 
is also a tiny crack that connects the tops of ITE, and this 
becomes a large retained cud in later die states. This piece 
ranks midway in the Condition Census for the variety, with 
the finest examples grading Choice AU. It is finer than the 
Jules Reiver specimen, which was graded VF-25 (NGC) in 
the January 2006 sale of that incredible collection.

A parallel pair of old 
scrapes crosses the shield on the reverse, though these are 
largely unnoticed without magnification. This is the fourth 
and final employment of this obverse die, and the rim above 
Y in LIBERTY now exhibits considerable crumbling. The 
reverse is in one of its earliest pairings, showing only a small 
crack at the U of UNITED which will eventually become 
a large cud in the 1806 O-l04a and O-104b varieties. The 
1805 0-110 is a considerable condition rarity and the 
finest known example are only in EF condition. This piece 
sits confidently at the lower end of the Condition Census, 
besting the Jules Reiver specimen by 5 numeric points.

A flashy, 
platinum-white example with tinges of gold and bronze 
scattered throughout. The fields are lightly reflective, 
contrasting the more satiny luster that blankets the devices. 
A few trivial ticks are seen at Liberty’s throat, though 
the surfaces are otherwise without notable distractions. 
Evidence of clashing is dramatic throughout the obverse, 
with marks surrounding the date, all of Liberty’s portrait 
and over her ear. This clashing is less obvious on the reverse 
though still present around the eagle’s wings. Thin, hairline 
cracks connect ES OF AMERICA and minor crumbling is 
visible at the denticles adjacent to the eagle’s right wing. The 
definition is firm and sharp at center, with just minor traces 
of weakness at the upper obverse and lower reverse borders. 

While the 1805 0-111 is among the most common varieties 
of the year, it is a considerable condition rarity and extremely 
elusive in Mint State. Just two uncirculated examples are 
known: the MS-63+(NGC) Newman specimen and the MS- 
61 (PCGS) Pogue specimen. The balance of the Condition 
Census is composed of Choice AU pieces which include the 
Byers and Queller specimens. The present AU-55 (PCGS) 
example certainly challenges these finest few, delivering 
strong luster and pleasant eye appeal.

3412 1805 0-112, T-2. Rarity-2. MS-62 (PCGS). Pinkish and 
golden iridescence dusts the surfaces of this spectacular 
piece, accented by splashes of twilight blue on the obverse. 
The strike is exceptional, exhibiting strong delineation to 
all shield lines and eagles feathers. Clash marks are readily 
apparent in Liberty’s hair, at Liberty’s bust, and around the 
date, allowing convenient attribution of this obverse die. The 
reverse die had been previously employed in 1803, and now 
shows a thin crack that passes through both S’s in STATES. 
Rich, satiny luster contributes to the overall captivating 
eye appeal, remaining most radiant across the reverse. An 
impressive and significant treat for both type collectors and 
specialists. 

This piece has long been recognized as a superior specimen. 
It was previously in the cabinet of famed collector T. James 
Clarke, who called it “Unc-Gem / Finest Known,” and whose 
signature brown coin box with notations remains paired 
with the coin today. Upon his death, the Clarke estate was 
consigned by Clarke’s widow to New Netherlands Coin 
Company’s 47th Sale of April 1956, where it was catalogued 
more conservatively as “Just about Unc.” It was later acquired 
by the Sutton Court collector privately from Stack’s in 
November of 1984, and it has remained a treasured jewel of 
this cabinet for nearly 35 years. 


Only recently certified for the first time, this MS-62 (PCGS) 
piece is the finest known example from the Overton 112 dies, 
and just the Newman 0-108 ranks finer among the overall 
1805 issue (normal date) at PCGS. The 1805 (normal date) 
example in the legendary D. Brent Pogue Collection was 
merely an MS-61 (PCGS). The closest 0-112 rival to the 
present piece is the MS-61 (NGC) R.L. Miles specimen, 
which has also been tucked away as part of the Sutton Court 
Collection for the past quarter-century. For the first time in 
a generation, bidders will have their chance at the two most 
significant 0-112 examples back-to-back! 

Remarks from the Consignor: The intricate definition of this 
coin is like no other. In all my searching and studying the 
Heraldic Eagle half dollar, this coin clearly exhibits more 
minute details than just about any other of this type. The 
desirability of this coin is only increased when you consider 
the provenance!

A second 
Condition Census offering from this die pair with a truly 
compelling provenance. The surfaces glisten with a lavender- 
grey iridescence and tinges of olive-gold at the upper obverse 
and lower reverse borders. Scattered ticks are commensurate 
for the assigned grade, though the overall complexion is 
smooth in-hand. The strike is uniform and sharp throughout, 
with the diagnostic clashmarks and cracks boldly displayed. 
An important and attractive piece that was selected by 
researched Steve Tompkins as the plate coin for the variety in 
his reference on the series. 

This piece is traceable back to Stacks April 1969 sale of the of 
R.L. Miles, Jr. Collection, Part II, where it was sold alongside 
the incredible Vanderbilt 1874-CC dime (now MS-63 PCGS) 
and the stunning Blue Moon 1794 dollar (now AU-58+ 
PCGS), among many other rarities. Offered in lot 1213, the 


present 1805 0-112 was called “One of the finest examples of 
the date we have ever seen,” with the cataloger suggesting it 
should “realize double the Guidebook value.” The sentiment 
remains the same nearly 50 years later, where it ranks as 
the second finest example from these dies behind only the 
MS-62 (PCGS) Clarke specimen currently being offered in 
the preceding lot. It also sits comfortably within the top 10 
examples of the overall 1805 issue (normal date), and has the 
distinction of being numerically tied with the example from 
the D. Brent Pogue Collection (0-111).

Any stray marks have been long worn into the 
overall complexion, and the eye appeal is strong for the 
assigned grade.

The shades of slate-grey 
and tan that blanket the surfaces reveal slight glints of steel 
blue under a light source. The complexion is unbothered by 
blemishes of any sort, remaining well composed and smooth 
under scrutiny. Clash marks are visible around Liberty on all 
side, as well as around the date. This obverse die is in its third 
use, though it is the reverse that is failing most spectacularly. 
The aforementioned cud above AME is fully formed and 
thick, appearing as a solid plateau in place of the denticles. 
A thick crack connects the tops of ERI, with lumps and chips 
throughout and surrounding the crack. 


Just 3-5 examples of this rare variety are known, with the last 
one having been offered nearly a decade ago. A specimen of 
this die state was missing from even the most accomplished 
half dollar collections of the modern era including Queller, 
Reiver, and Byers. There are two Choice EF examples at 
the top of the Census, followed by a VF and VG example, 
though most of these have issues with cleaning or damage. 
The appearance of this Choice, problem free specimen in 
the Sutton Court Collection surely represents a significant 
opportunity for specialists; one that may not occur again for 
many years.

The denticles are essentially 
gone and all stars are drawn to the rim. A crack passes 
through the first two points of star 1 and into Liberty’s hair, 
with another faint break visible at the L of LIBERTY joining 
star 7. Type collectors and specialists will both appreciate this 
attractive piece.

A speck of deeper patina is noted at 
Liberty’s bust. Softly struck at the right reverse as is typical 
for the variety, but otherwise well defined throughout. 
Untroubled by blemishes and overall pleasing.

Both the obverse and 
reverse dies had been previously employed in 1805, and the 
resulting fatigue is dramatic. The crack through the final 
three stars at right is now bold and equivalent to Tompkins 
Obverse Die Stage 4. On the reverse, a full cud has formed 
above the letters UN, and the break above ITE is nearly 
terminal. There is an overall softness to the design elements 
that is characteristic to this variety, and the actual wear is 
likely much less than indicated by PCGS. 

This charming piece can be traced back to Kagins August 
1977 ANA sale where it was catalogued by Walter Breen 
as “Extremely Fine or better, many others weaker, believed 
largely as struck.”

This clashing is also evident 
at the upper border on the reverse and is joined by raised 
lumps around CA of AMERICA.

The olive-bronze patina of this Choice example 
reveals magenta, indigo, and turquoise iridescence when 
viewed under a light. Satiny luster bathes the surfaces, 
imparting a nearly reflective complexion to the fields on 
each side. Traces of weakness are apparent at the upper 
regions of the obverse and reverse, though this is typical for 
the variety. Just the lightest evidence of friction is apparent 
under a glass, and the eye appeal remains strong. The reverse 
die is now heavily fatigued, showing extensive cracks around 
the peripheral elements. Crumbling at the rim is apparent 
below the eagles left claw and the stem end equivalent to 
Tompkins Die Stage 3. 

A pair of AU-58 (NGC) examples top the Condition Census 
for the variety, including the Farley specimen and the 
example from Heritages January 2018 FUN Auction, though 
these are very possibly the same coin. The present delightful 
piece is then tied for second or third place alongside the AU- 
55 (NGC) Newman specimen. This piece was last offered in 
May of 1987 as part of Superiors sale of the Buddy Ebsen

The surfaces are 
nicely composed under inspection, with just the most trivial 
little marks scattered about. Hints of weakness at the lower 
obverse and upper reverse are typical for this variety, and the 
balance of the devices remain well defined. The diagnostic 
crack between stars 10 and 11 to Liberty’s mouth is distinct, 
with the upper section clearly raised above the lower section. 
Though dramatic, this crack is actually in an earlier die state 
(Tompkins Die Stage 2), as the secondary crack heading up to 
Liberty’s nose has not yet begun to form. 

This piece aligns nicely with the lower end of the Condition 
Census, ranking finer even than the Jules Reiver specimen, 
which is a pleasant VG-8 (NGC). It was previously featured 
in the Stack’s sale of December 1984, where it was also graded 
Very Fine and given a concise description of “Russet toning 


over problem free surfaces.” It was more recently selected by 
researcher Steve Tompkins to illustrate the variety (T-10) in 
his 2015 reference on the series, which testifies to the superior 
technical and aesthetic quality displayed throughout. It is 
mistakenly listed as VF-35 on the pictorial Condition Census 
therein. An attractive piece and a true treat for specialists. 

Remarks from the Collector : Easily recognizable with the large 
die crack running out of Liberty’s mouth, this exceptionally 
rare variety is also under appreciated by collectors. For the 
longest time, the only example of this variety I found was one 
with a hole in it which I still have and carry as a pocket piece! 
The present coin is the finest specimen I have ever come 
across in all my years of searching.

This 
is a remarkable early die state, struck prior to the formation 
of the cud over U of UNITED. Even so, the crack from the 
left wingtip into the cloud is present, as is the crack from U 
to the arrowheads. It was catalogued as “AU-50” in Kagins 
GENA sale of September 1981 and is certainly Choice for 
the assigned grade.

The surfaces are smooth to the naked 
eye, with just a few trivial marks apparent under scrutiny. 
A tiny scrape just graces a cloud at the upper right reverse, 
and a pair of circular indentations are visible in the upper 
left obverse field. Light cracks connect stars 3 through 6 on 
the obverse, in addition to clash marks visible at the date 
and Liberty’s bust. The reverse is more dramatically fatigued, 
showing a large break from below the eagles tail up through 
the shield 


Just 21-22 examples of the 0-122 variety are known, having 
been considered a Rarity-6+ variety until relatively recently. 
The present example is ranked as 17th finest known in Steve 
Tompkins pictorial Condition Census for the variety, though 
is mistakenly attributed to two Sheridan Downey Mail Bid 
Sales from the early 2000s.

The present specimen is among the most desirable treasures 
of the Sutton Court Collection, representing a phenomenal 
rarity that is recognized by both casual collectors and 
specialists. Subtle traces of apricot coloration dust the high 
points across this pearlescent silver piece. The fields are 
reflective and glassy, showcasing considerable mint luster. 
The strike is overall sharp, with just a trace of softness at the 
left reverse stars that is characteristic to this die marriage. 
Magnification fails to reveal any notable blemishes, leaving 
the complexion composed and prooflike to the naked eye. A 
truly beautiful coin. 

The E over A in STATES variety is a popular and easily 
recognizable blunder that is noted in the Red Book as 
something significant. A second letter A was mistakenly 
punched in place of the E in STATES when finishing the die by 
hand, and though the error was corrected, the overpunched 
letters have provided for a convenient identifier of this rare 
die pair for collectors to pursue. 

This exceptional example is featured as the plate coin for the 
variety (T-22) in Steve Tompkins reference on the series. It is 


tied for third finest in his pictorial Condition Census, behind 
two “problem coins” showing EF sharpness. Stephen Herman 
lists an enigmatic “PQ” EF-40 example from Sheridan 
Downeys April 1991 mail bid sale that could be finer, though 
it has likely been accounted for in one of the more recent, 
certified auction offerings. The present specimen is one of the 
most important survivors from the Draped Bust, Heraldic 
Eagle series, offering a coalescence of rarity and beauty that 
is seldom encountered. A whole generation has passed since 
this piece was last available for purchase, and we suspect the 
opportunity will not be wasted. 

Remarks from the Consignor: Save for the Round Top 6, 
No Stem, this is by far the rarest of the Red Book varieties 
of Heraldic Eagle halves. Considered an R-8 in the original 
Overton, I was on the hunt for this coin for many years until 
dealer Jim O’Donnel presented this example to me. Without 
any hesitation I bought the coin, which not only filled a very 
difficult hole but filled it with a solid high grade example.

The dies are in an early 
state for this marriage, exhibiting Tompkins Die Stage 1/2. 
The reverse crack through OF has just penetrated through 
the clouds below and the crack at D of UNITED has not yet 
formed. 


This piece falls about midway down the Condition Census 
for the 0-125 variety, with the cleaned AU from the Reiver 
Collection and an AU-50 (ICG) taking the top two spots.

Fine-12 (NGC). A handsome and original example of this 
rare variety toned in varying shades of lavender and grey. A 
tiny, old mark in the field before Liberty’s forehead readily 
identifies this as the Overton plate coin, used to illustrate the 
variety in the 1987 supplemental pamphlet as well as the 3rd 
through 5th (present) editions. Smooth surfaces and even 
wear contribute to overall exceptional eye appeal both in¬ 
hand and under a glass. The crack from the rim above star 
6 is clear and extends just past the inner point into the field. 
Weakness at the upper reverse is seen across all specimens 
and should not be mistaken for friction. A truly gorgeous 
piece that demonstrates the ideal aesthetic of this grade level. 

This die marriage was discovered relatively recently, having 
been identified by half dollar specialist Don Frederick in a 
New York coin shop in April 1974. Examples are very rare 


in any die state and even the finest known are in low VF 
condition, many with problems. The example included in the 
impressive Jules Reiver Collection was a heavily worn AG-3 
(NGC), which alludes to the truly challenging nature of this 
variety. This is surely a significant offering for specialists! 

Remarks from the Consignor: This variety was not in the 
original Overton reference, so when it was offered to me I 
purchased it without hesitation! How exciting it was to have 
a variety that was unknown and soon after see it as the plate 
coin in the Overton Supplement!

As an early date Barber half dollar from the San 
Francisco Mint, this issue suffered a particularly high rate 
of attrition through circulation. Mint State survivors such as 
this are scarce in an absolute sense and become increasingly 
rarer the closer one comes to the Gem level of preservation.

The easiest 
way to differentiate between the Type I and Type II designs 
is to look at the hair strands directly above Kennedy’s ear:

area form a V shape that is not seen on Type II examples. 
Additionally, the Type I variety has a weak or broken lower 
left serif on the letter I in LIBERTY, as well as slight pitting 
and rounded edges to the shield on the eagles breast on the 
reverse. 

Scarce in an absolute sense, the Type I Accented Hair is 
particularly challenging to locate in Gem and higher grades 
due to the prevalence of hairlines and milky spots on 
surviving examples.

Although a great success in Oriental commerce 
beginning with its introduction in 1873, the trade dollar 
suffered a setback in 1876 from which the denomination 
never recovered. In the latter year silver prices dropped to 
the point where a trade dollar contained only 91 cents worth 
of silver, a significant reduction from the $1.02 bullion value 
of these coins at the series debut. The federal government 
reacted quickly and, as one of its provisions, the Act of July 
22, 1876, demonetized the trade dollar within the United 
States and limited its coinage for use in the export trade (the 
raison d’etre for the denomination, anyhow). Circulation 
strike production continued apace, as a result, with the 
1877-S even setting the mintage record for the series at 
9,519,000 pieces. 

On February 22, 1878, however, Treasury Secretary John 
Sherman halted trade dollar coinage for commercial use. 
Brother of the famous Civil War general, Sherman was a foe 
of the trade dollar and, with the standard silver dollar re¬ 
authorized through the Bland-Allison Act of February 28, 
1878, western mining interests were more than content that 
there was still a ready outlet for their precious metal. The 
Philadelphia Mint struck only Proof trade dollars in 1878, 
although final circulation strike productions took place in 
Carson City and San Francisco. Thereafter the trade dollar 
remained a Pro of-only affair at the Philadelphia Mint until 
the series’ official end in 1883. 

The Philadelphia Mint produced 455,000 circulation strike 
trade dollars in 1876, a relatively limited total for this series. 
Even so, this is the most frequently encountered Philadelphia 
Mint issue of the type in Mint State. Preserved with such 
care as to appear pristine at most viewing angles, this 
premium quality Gem is rare from a condition standpoint 
and belongs in the finest collection.

Struck during calendar year 1975, the Type I Reverse 1976 
Bicentennial Eisenhower dollar is far scarcer than its Type 
II Reverse counterpart. The former is identifiable by a low 
relief design with bold lettering in the legend UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA and the denomination ONE 
DOLLAR. Although the mintage of the Type I Reverse is 
just 4,019,000 pieces, as opposed to 113,318,000 coins for 
the Type II Reverse, Uncirculated examples are available 
since this is the variety that was included in Mint Sets sold 
to contemporary collectors. On the other hand, and as with 
all circulation strike Eisenhower dollars, the 1976 Type I 
Reverse is scarce to rare in the finest Mint State grades. The 
typical example is heavily abraded, usually from damage that 
the blank planchet sustained during the annealing process 
that was not struck out in the press. In fact, the 1973 and 
1976 Type I Reverse are the two most consistently abraded 
circulation strike issues in the Eisenhower dollar series. One 
of the finest examples that we have ever had the privilege of 
bringing to auction, this upper end Gem will please even the 
most discerning bidder.

The 
Classic Head quarter eagle made its debut in the aftermath 
of a weight reduction for the denomination as mandated by 
the Act of June 28, 1834. Designed by William Kneass, this 
portrait of Liberty is radically different than any previously 
used on coins of this denomination. Gone is the soft cap, 
Liberty’s head now displaying tight curls held in place 
with a headband inscribed LIBERTY. The entire portrait is 
smaller with sharper lines, while on the reverse the ribbon 
upon which E PLURIBUS UNUM had been inscribed is 
now absent to allow the eagle to stand alone as the central 
device. The Classic Head series would see the largest 
yearly mintages of quarter eagles since the denominations 
debut in 1796, as well as the first mintmarked issues with 
deliveries from Charlotte, North Carolina, Dahlonega, 
Georgia, and New Orleans, Louisiana. At 112,234 pieces 
produced, the mintage of the 1834 Classic Head dwarfs that 
of all previous quarter eagles, and it vies with the 1836 as 
the most frequently encountered issue of this type. Given 
the popularity of first-year issues among type collectors, 
the lovely Mint State example offered here is certain to be a 
strong performer in the present sale.

In the 
meantime, Gould and Fisk bought so much interest in the 
precious metal that the market premium on a single double 
eagle was one-third higher than it was at the outset of the 
year. By September of that year, President Grant discovered 
the true reason for the withholding and immediately ordered 
the release of $4,000,000 in gold, primarily in the form of 
double eagles, on Friday, September 24. The release ruined 
many investors and speculators and a new expression, Black 
Friday, entered our lexicon. Most examples of the 1869- 
S eventually saw considerable commercial use, premium 
Choice AU survivors such as this scarce and Mint State 
examples rare.

The San 
Francisco Mint produced 836,000 double eagles in 1880, 
equal to $16,720,000 in face value, eclipsing the Philadelphia 
Mint production figure (51,420 circulation strikes) by a 
wide margin. It is likely that large numbers immediately 
entered the channels of commerce, as gold coins were very 
popular on the West Coast for day-to-day transactions. 
Many others may have been kept on hand in Treasury vaults 
for the redemption of Gold Certificates. Q. David Bowers in 
his 2004 Guide Book of Double Eagles estimates a surviving 
population of200 to 300, or perhaps even more Uncirculated 
examples. This estimate, well supported by certification 
service population statistics, represents a vast increase in 
supply since the early 1980s, the result of repatriations.

More than 100 small nuggets up to 19 mm in size, but mostly 
under 10 mm, with a total weight of 82.0 grams (more than 
2.8 ounces). For the benefit of those unfamiliar, the term 
“nugget” is applied to water worn crystals, as gold normally 
forms with crystalline structure. Most findings of gold are in 
stream beds and the like, the original crystals having been 
loosened by water from their point of formation, then worn 
by the action of water and tumbling over the stream bed as 
they are transported downhill over time.

Popular J.W. Scott Confederate Half Dollar Restrike 



4001 “1861” (1879) Confederate Half Dollar. Scott Restrike. 
Breen-8002. Unc Details—Scratches, Cleaned (NGC). 

Subtle gold, apricot and powder blue highlights enhance the 
appearance of this relatively attractive piece. Sharply defined 
on the reverse, the obverse is typically softer for the type, yet 
with all devices fully appreciable. Curiously bright in texture 
with a few wispy scratches over and around Liberty’s portrait 
to explain the NGC qualifiers. Seized by Louisiana when 
that state seceded from the Union in 1861, the New Orleans 
Mint eventually passed under the control of the Confederate 
States of America. After that happened, Southern authorities 
made an attempt at coinage that displayed a design distinct 
to the new Confederacy. Accordingly, four half dollars were 
struck combining the familiar Liberty Seated motif of Union 
coinage with a new reverse design that includes, among 
other elements, the legend CONFEDERATE STATES OF 
AMERICA. All four of these coins, as well as the reverse die, 
were retained by Chief Coiner of the New Orleans Mint Dr. 
B.F. Taylor. The die was eventually obtained by E.B. Mason, Jr. 
of Philadelphia in 1879 and sold to John Walter Scott. Scott 


and his partner decided to profit from their ownership of 
the original CSA reverse die by striking and selling a small 
number of restrikes of the very rare 1861 Confederate half 
dollar. In order to test the die and determine its suitability for 
coinage, Scott at first struck 500 tokens using a new obverse 
die the inscriptions of which provide some information about 
the original 1861 CSA halves. He then proceeded to prepare 
the actual restrikes. To do so Scott obtained 500 original 
1861-0 Liberty Seated half dollars, “drilled off” their reverses 
and restruck that side using the Confederate reverse die. 
This process caused more-or-less loss of detail to the obverse 
design, as evident on the present example. As the popularity 
of the original 1861 Confederate States of America half 
dollar increased as numismatists have come to understand 
its history and rarity, so too has the desirability of the Scott 
restrikes increased. Survivors of this 500-piece delivery now 
represent the only readily obtainable examples of the 1861 
CSA half dollar design, and they command a premium in 
todays market commensurate with their importance as 
collectibles.

All prospective Bidders who examine 
the lot(s) prior to the Auction Sale personally assume all responsibility for any 
damage that Bidder causes to the lot(s).

In the event any applicable conditions of these Terms 
of Sale herein are not complied with by a Buyer or if the Buyer fails to make pay¬ 
ment in full by the Default Date, Stacks Bowers reserves the right, in its sole dis¬ 
cretion, in addition to all other remedies which it may have at law or in equity 
to rescind the sale of that lot or any other lot or lots sold to the defaulting Buyer, 
retaining all payments made by Buyer as liquidated damages, it being recognized 
that actual damages may be speculative or difficult to compute, and resell a por¬ 
tion or all of the lots held by Stacks Bowers, in a commercially reasonable manner, 
which may include a public or private sale, in a quantity sufficient in the opinion 
of Stacks Bowers to satisfy the indebtedness, plus all accrued charges, and Stacks 
Bowers may charge a sellers commission that is commercially reasonable.

OR TITLE TO THE LOT THAT THE CONSIGNOR MAY HAVE AS OF THE AUC¬ 
TION SALE DATE. ALL LOTS ARE SOLD “AS IS” AND WITH ALL FAULTS. 
PURCHASER HEREBY ASSUMES ALL RISKS CONCERNING AND RELATED 
TO THE GRADING, QUALITY, DESCRIPTION, CONDITION, AUTHENTICITY, 
AND PROVENANCE OF A LOT.
